HITLER SAYS HE WON'T 
RETREAT A CENTIMETER 
IN THE RHINELAND

HAMBURG, Germany, 
March 20. 


DOLF HITLER asserted 
A rere tonight that he would 

not “ertreat a single centi- 
meter” in the Rhineland and 
would “accept nothing which in- 
fringes on German honor.” 

(The Locarno agreement 
mapped in London would re- 
quire Germany to withdraw its 
troops in the Rhineland 20 kilo- 
meters back of the frontier.) 

Referring to the London ne- 
gotiations by inference, Hitler 
said: “I wish foreign statesmen 
could be here tonight to see the 
German people. They would 
change their views about two 
things; first, that the German 
people are oppressed by dicta- 
torship, and secondly, that they 
can do anything they like with 
these people. 

“The world does not need to 
talk about broken treaties, for 
we can cite a whole list broken 
by others.” 


PREACHER AND WIFE'S 
SISTER ADMIT CRIMES 


Two in Jail Who Ran Away 
Together; Tell of 
Robberies.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 20. 


-—A young Polk County (Missouri) 
preacher, who ran away with his 
wife’s sister while visiting in Cres- 
ton, Ia., a week ago last night, was 
in jail with the vzirl here today. 
They are the Rev. Perry Eugene 


pastor of Oak Grove Baptist 
Church at Adonis, Mo., and 21-year- 
old Madge Copeland of Creston. 
Capt. L. B. Howard of the State 
patrol said the pair had made writ- 
ten confessions of crime in trips 
through seven states before their 
arrest here last night. 

Their ‘confessions, Howard de- 
clared, solved the abduction last 
Saturday night of Leroy Ullrey, 
Missouri Valley College student at 
Harrisonville. He was kidnaped 
in an automobile but later released 
near Carthage. The stolen car, 
which belonged to Will Hargus, 
Cass County prosecutor, was in 
the pair’s possession, Howard said. 
They had “hitch-hiked” from Cres- 
ton to Harrisonville.

holdup at Bartlesville, Ok., Sunday, 
and another at Little Rock, Ark.., 
Monday. During their week on the 
road, they also visited Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Kentucky and Illinois.

LEFT HOMELESS IN 
EASTERN FLOODS 


Property Damage $225, 
000,000—Eleven States 
and District of Columbia 
Affected. 


SOME PLACES UNABLE 
YET TO CHECK LOSS 


Crest of Ohio River Passes 
. Marietta Without Serious 
Damage and Sweeps Into 


Lower Valley. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 

MARIETTA, O., March 20.—The 
crest of the Ohio River flood swept 
southward today into the lower val- 
ley region, falling below marks set 
in 1913. It passed here at 47% feet 
during the morning, 12 feet under 
the record set 23 years ago this 
month. 

Hundreds of residents in the 150- 
mile stretch between here and 
Portsmouth fled their homes, how- 


ever. 

Six feet of water poured through 
Pomeroy streets. A baggage stor- 
age building of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railroad, in the business dis- 
trict, was torn away. Three hundred 
were homeless along a 15-mile front 
in this one area, 

Police Chief H. O. Wolfe surveyed 
8 to 10 feet of water in Marietta’s 
streets and said the city emerged 
“safe and sound.” 

The river swirled over some 
streets of Parkersburg, W. Va., to- 
day at 47 feet, but apparently the 
rise had stopped at that level. 

Bellaire, Bridgeport and Martins 
Ferry had a water shortage, A 55- 
foot flood crest disabled water 
works pumping equipment in these 
cities. Water was shipped in by 
tank car. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 20.—Floods 


in the Eastern states today had 
caused at least 141 deaths, left 
nearly 200,000 persons homeless and 
caused an estimated $225,000,000 in 


property damage. 

Militia and police patrolled 
Springfield, Northampton and Lo- 
well, Mass., as a precaution against 
looting. National guardsmen were 
called to calm a panicky crowd 
near Lewiston, Me., which heard 
false reports that the Gulf Island 
dam above the city had collapsed. 
several persons were hurt. 

A new Connectieut river crest 
menaced Hartford and other cities 
already hit by the waters. 

Seventeen were dead the 
Wheeling - Martins Ferry area, 
where 20,000 persons had to leave 
their homes. 

Deaths Increase at Pittsburgh. 

Pittsburgh saw its death list in- 
creased to 45 and worried over 
threats of disease and water short- 
age. Food was plentiful, however. 
Johnstown, Pa., where the present 
floods first struck, housed 653 ill 
and destitute refugees of the Cone- 
maugh river rampage in a hilltop 
dance hall. Three babies were born 
in the building. 

The Potomac receded at Wash- 
ington, leaving a battered water- 
front, $250,000 damage, hundreds of 
homeless. Such national landmarks 
as the Washington monument were 
spared, but damage may have been 
done to the famous Japanese cherry 
trees which line the tidal basin. 
Elsewhere along the Potomac, 
grave conditions prevailed. Sand 
bag dikes at Richmond held 
against a record crest of the James 
river. 


Pennsylvania Hardest Hit. 

Of the damage, Western Pennsy]- 
vania apparently had the top figure 
of more than $100,000,000. New En- 
gland and Eastern Pennsylvania 
each added $50,000,000 more at un- 
official conservative estimates. 

The dead by states were tabu- 
lated as follows: Pennsylvania, 
95; West Virginia, 17; Vermont, 5; 
Connecticut, 1; Virginia, 4; Massa- 
chusets, 7; Maine, 2; New Hamp- 
shire, 1; Maryland, 4; New York, 1. 

With railroad and bus service at 
a standstill, relief agencies were 
mobilized in all New England states 
to care for the injured and home- 
less. Boston’s threatened milk 
shortage was averted early today 
when upstate dairies sent their 
trucks into the metropolis by circui- 
tous routes. 

Militia Called Out. 

Armed National Guardsmen pa- 
trolled debris-filled streets of 
Springfield, Northampton and Low- 
ell, Mass. and Windsor, Brattle- 
boro, Bennington and Bellows Falls, 
Yt.

WARREN, Ark., March 20.—The 
calk of this substantial lumber town 
in southeastern Arkansas is the 
bitter contest being waged between 
the National Labor Relations Board 


land the Bradiey Lumber Co., back- 


ed up by a large group of business 
and professional men. 

Hostilities led to two bold moves 
this week, one by each side and to 
the unsubstantiated charge by a 
labor board lawyer that he and 
other representatives of the board 
had been requested to leave town. 
Many prominent citizens greatly 
resent interference in local affairs 
by the Federal bureau set up to 
try to enforce the Wagner Labor 
Act. 

Just when the labor board was 
getting under way Monday morn- 
ing with a hearing on a com- 
plaint against the lumber company 
they were served with an injunc- 
tion writ issued by Judge E. G. 
Hammock of the Chancery Court, 
State court of equity. The labor 
board representatives were taken 
by surprise and after a hurried con- 
ference adjourned the hearing. The 
injunction was a temporary order 
restraining the labor board and its 
representatives from holding the 
hearing. 

Hearing Moved 500 Miles. 

That looked like victory for the 
lumber company and its group of 
backers. But the labor board ar- 
ranged a surprise of its own. 
Twenty-four hours later it rolled a 
chartered bus into town, loaded in 
25 or 30 former employes of the 
lumber company and two or three 
of its present employes and hauled 
them 500 miles to New Orleans as 
Government witnesses. In New 
Orleans, safely outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the Arkansas court that 
issued the injunction, certain repre- 
sentatives of the labor board yes- 
terday proceeded in their own way 
with the hearing. 

After the injunction was issued, 
Horace B. Watts, an attorney for 
the Labor Board, which has head- 
quarters in Washington, was quoted 
in statements to the press as hav- 
ing said he and his associates had 


| received a pointed request to leave 


town, among the parties to the re- 
quest being the Mayor and _ the 
Sheriff. 

Protest by Business Men. 

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, however, failed to dis- 
close any such request. Mayor 
Ball, a lawyer, made known that 
he and about 80 other business and 
professional men of Warren and 
Bradley Counties had directed to 
the National Labor Relations Board 
a written protest against the hear- 
ing of the complaint against the 
lumber company. The protest was 
as follows: 

“We the undersigned persons of 
Warren and Bradley County, being 
advised that the National Labor 
Relations Board intends to hold a 
hearing in Warren, with reference 
to the Bradley Lumber Co., of Ar- 
kansas inquiring into matters per- 
taining to the company’s affairs 
and it appearing to us to be the 
general opinion of the people of 
this community that such activity 
is unwarranted and unnecessary 
and the only results that could 
grow out of same, in so far as this 
community and its citizens are con- 
cerned, is to create more strife and 
damage to the community, we 
therefore wish to protest such ac- 
tion unqualifiedly and without res- 
ervation.” 

Charges Against Company. 

This was sent last week to 
Charles H. Logan, regional director 
of the Labor Board, at New Or- 
leans. Ball said there was no re- 
sponse to it and last Monday the 
board’s attorneys and an examiner 
started their short-lived hearing at 
the Warren County Courthouse, in 
accordance with notice previously 
served on the lumber company. 

The company, which employes 
more than 700 persons and is the 
principal industry of the commun- 
ity, was charged with unfair prac- 
tice in refusing to take back cer- 
tain of its employes who had par- 
ticipated in a strike last summer 
and with refusal to bargain collec- 
tively with a union which claimed 
to represent a majority of the em- 
ployes. 

The injunction against this pro- 
cedure was sought by seven present 
employes who alleged that they

MAYOR SIGNS MEASURE 
TAXING GAS COMPANIES 


Ordinance Effective in 30 Days 
—Laclede Expected to Pay 
$300,000 a Year. 


The ordinance imposing a tax of 
5 per cent on gross receipts of gas 
companies was signed today by 
Mayor Dickmann. Lacking the 
emergency clause, it will become 


effective in 30 days. 

Laclede Gas Light Co., it was 
estimated, will be required to pay 
about $300,000 a year. The tax will 
also affect the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corporation, which sells natur- 
al gas to the Laclede company, and 
to industrial users, but the revenue 
to be received from that source 
has not been estimated. 

The levy is in the nature of a 
franchise tax to compensate the 
city for the use of its streets. Such 
a tax has been paid for years by 
the Union Electric Light & Power 
Co. and the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. 

Representatives of the Laclede 
company opposed the tax before 
the Board of Aldermen. Samuel 
W. Fordyce, counsel for the com- 
pany, asked the board not to “de- 
stroy” the firm. 

E. L. White, Laclede’s secretary- 
treasurer, said it paid $677,200 a 
year in general property and mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ taxes; 
or 9.95 per cent on a gross busi- 
ness of $6,809,000. He said Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. paid 
$1,490,887 in the same taxes, plus 
the five per cent franchise tax, or 
11.9 per cent on a gross business 
of $12,500,000. 


THREE KILLED IN EXPLOSION 
AND FIRE IN TEXARKANA, TEX. 


Six Business Houses Destroyed 
With Loss Estimated 
at $75,000.

TEXARKANA, Tex., March 20.— 
Three persons were killed today 
when an explosion, followed by fire, 
wrecked six business concerns in 
the Sandflat business district here, 
causing a loss estimated at $75,000.

He 
lived- in an apartment above a 
grocery store. The other two bod- 
ies were found in the rear of the 
same store. 

The neighborhood surrounding 
the Sandflat district was jarred at 
1:55 a. m. by a violent blast. 

Within a few minutes, witnesses 
said, several store buildings and a 
bakery were a mass of flames.

1 TIN PLATE FIRMS 
CITED BY TRADE BOARD 


Accused by Commission 
Conspiracy in Violation of 
of Anti-Trust Laws.

WASHINGTON, March 20. — The 
Federal Trade Commission charged 
15 tin plate companies last night 
with conspiring against small tin 
can manufacturers, to the benefit 
of the American Can Co. and the 
Continental Can Co. 

The commission said that the 15 
companies violated the anti-trust 
laws and ordered the companies to 


show cause by April 17 why the 
commissiop should not issue a cease 
and desist order. 

The companies are: 

The American Sheet and Tin 
Plate Co., Pittsburgh; Bethlehem 
Steel Co., Bethlehem, Pa.; Canton 
Tin Plate Corporation, Canton, O.; 
Columbia Steel Co., San Francisco; 
Follansbee Brothers Co., Pitts; 
burgh; Granite City Steel Co., Gran- 
ite City, IL; Inland Steel Co.. Chi- 
cago; Jones & Laughlin Steel Cor- 
poration, Pittsburgh; McKeesport 
Tin Plate Co., McKeesport, Pa.; Re- 
public Steel Corporation, Youngs- 
town, O.; The N. G. Taylor Co., 
Cumberland, Md.; Washington Tin 
Plate Co., Washington, Pa.; Weir- 
ton Steel Co., Weirton, W. Va.; 
Wheeling Steel Corporation, Wheel- 
ing, W. Va.; Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube Co., Youngstown, O. 


These companies, the commission 
charged, had agreed in October, 
1934, not to sell jobbers of tin plate 
and small manufacturers of tin 
cans that grade of tin plate known 
as “stock plate.” 

Because of this action, the com. 
mission said, the price of “produc- 
tion plate,” a higher grade, had 
tended to increase and the jobbers 
were tending to be forced out of 
business. 

The action also tended to give 
the American Can Co. and the Con- 
tinental Can Co. a monopoly, the 
commission said, because the small 
manufacturers were forced to buy 
“production plate” at higher prices 
than they had paid for “stock plate’ 
— ‘which are in fact higher than 
the prices paid for the same prod- 
uct by the American Can Co. and 
the Continental Can Co.”

Tomorrow is an opinion day in 
the Supreme Court, and the Judges 
were in session today, presumably 
voting on cases in which their judg- 
ments are to be recorded tomorrow. 

On Bond Since Oct. 15, 1934. 

Rosegrant, who lives at 7940 Nat- 
ural Bridge road with his wife and 
three children, has been at liberty 
on $30,000 appeal bond since Oct. 15, 
1934, 15 days after his conviction 
in the kidnapping case. He was the 
first of the defendants to face a 
jury. 

In the following January, Felix 
McDonald, convict, was convicted 
of the kidnaping and sentenced to 
60 years in prison. While awaiting 
a decision on his appeal he is serv- 
ing a 10-year term at Jefferson City 
for robbery in the attempted kid- 
naping of Oscar Johnson in August, 
1931, less than three months after 
the Kelley abduction. 

Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, 4736 
Westminster place, the next and 
last defendant tried to date, was 
acquitted of the kidnaping last 
October in Mexico, Mo., where the 
case was taken on a change of 
venue. Bart Davit, the fourth de 
fendant to be taken in custody, has 
not been tried, but since his arrest 
has been sentenced to life impris- 


onment for the murder of Paul 
Flueck, Maplewood grocer, in »s 
holdup. 


Two Others Indicted. 

Altogether, six persons, including 
the four already mentioned, were 
indicted in the Kelley case in 
March, 1934. Tommy Wilders, a 
gunman of the notorious Shelton 
gang and one of the defendants, 
never has been apprehended. John 
C. Johnsen, Negro, the sixth de- 
fendant, was murdered by a ma- 
chine-gunner on May 12, 193, after 
he had turned State's evidence and 
had named Rosegrant, McDonald 
and Davit as among Dr. Kelley's 
captors when the physician was 
taken to Johnson's farm near St, 
Charlies the night of the abduction, 

Although Johnson's important tes- 
timony was taken from the State 
by his murder, Rosegrant was iden- 
tified by Dr. Kelley in the trial 
at Clayton as one of his abductors. 

Adolph Fiedler. former Justice of 
the Peace, whose version of the 
kidnaping, published by the 
Post-Dispatch in February, 1934, led 
to the grand jury investigation, 


| identified Rosegrant as one of the 


principals in the abduction, sitting 
in on conference where it was plot- 
ted, and generally assisting Mce-

DEATH LIST OF 15 
IN LAST 3 DAYS 


State Police Rescue 150 
Marooned in Hatfield, 
Mass.—Distress Prevails 
in 40 Cities. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, March 20.—Wide dis- 
tress prevailed in 40 New England 
cities today as flood waters from 
principal rivers reached an all-time 
peak, made 100,000 tromeless and 
caused inestimable damage. 

With the three-day death toll at 
15 and many reported missing, the 
hardest hit communities at noon 
were Hartford and Middletown, 


Conn.; Springfield, Lowell, Law- 
rence and Haverhill, Mass. and 
Concord, Manchester, Keene and 


Hooksett, N. H. 

The main section of Hooksett, a 
town north of Manchester, lay in 
ruins. A survey indicated 30 
houses and buildings had been 
wrecked and several swept into the 
swirling Merrimack. A tenement 
house and a school building were 
included in the damaged area. The 
steel town bridge went out and 
three wooden bridges followed. 
Most homes were of the cottage 
type. There was no known loss of 
life. 

Water was reaching Main street 
in Hartford from both the Con- 
necticut and Park rivers. At least 
three persons were unaccounted 
for. Riverfront business establish- 
ments were inundated and approxi- 
mately 15 per cent of the city was 
under water. Virtually the entire 
power supply and telephone com- 
munication systems were paralyzed. 
Guests were stranded in hotels by 
the rising waters. Sandbags were 
piled around the building of the 
Bond Hotel in the central area. 

Middletown was virtually isglated. 
Power failure caused a shutdown 
of nearly all industrial plants. 
Emergency stations were estab- 
‘lished for flood refugees. 

Gov. Louis J. Brann of Maine esti- 
mated the loss in his state at $15,- 
000,000. Half of a bridge at Water- 
ville, Me., collapsed. 

Fire tines were strung across the 
Kennebec to provide drinking water 
to 2500 residents at Winslow, Me. 
Two water mains were broken, gas 
service suspended and power gone. 

A 50-foot section of the Topsham- 
Brunswick bridge went out and of- 
ficials feared the entire span might 
go. At Manchester, N. H., the crest 
of flood water apparently had been 
reached at noon. The river gradu- 
ally was receding. Two huge gas 
tanks were swept from an island in 
the river, and crashed into a bridge. 
It was closed immediately. 

Water was receding rapidly in 
Vermont and Rhode Island and 
siowly in Western Massachusetts. 
Springfield still was without power, 
however, as were several other 
Western Massachusetts communi- 
ties, 

Railroad and bus services were 
at a standstill, 

At Lawrence, Mass., the Merri- 
mack reached an all-time high of 
44.20. No relief was in sight. 

State police rescued 150 persons 
marooned in a town hall at Hat- 
field. Northampton, to the south, 
was without power. The National 
Guard patrolled the street. Com- 
munication lines were crippled. 

The Connecticut reached 28.5 feet 
at Springfield. Arthur T. Lyman, 
State Commissioner of Correction, 
reported 163 men and women were 
transferred from the Springfield jail 
to other institutions when water be- 
gan seeping in. 

Announcing that “it looks as 
though replacement costs will run 
between $12,000,000 and $15,000,000,” 
Gov. James M. Curley said he would 
ask for a $5,000,000 bond issue to be 
used for reconstruction,

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN 
ADJOURNS TO APRIL 3 


Absence of Lietchen Would En- 
danger Mayor’s One-Vote 
Control of Body. 


The Board of Aldermen, at the 
close of its meeting today, ad- 
journed for two weeks because of 
the fear of Mayor Dickmann’s ad- 
ministration forces that the con- 
templated absence from the city of 
one of their number, Alderman Ot- 
to L. Lietchen, would upset the 
15 to 14 majority by which they 
have gained control of the board.

for the express highway extension 
and the Kingshighway and Chip- 
pewa street. grade crossing elim- 
inations might be canceled if the 
city did not accept them shortly. 
“A member is going to be out of 
town and I think it’s best that we 
adjourn for two weeks,” Golden re- 
plied. 

“Lietchen wants to go fishing,” 
Alderman Bernard J. Fitzsimmons 
of the gpposition interjected. 

Afterward Lietchen told report- 
ers that he and L. J. Kickham, 
clerk of the Circuit Court for Crim- 
inal Causes, needing a rest, desired 
to visit Hot Springs. Asked if he 
had not considered the question of 
grants, he said, “Don’t talk to me; 
go away and leave me alone.” 

Bills for the three viaducts re- 
mained in the Streets Committee. 
Chairman George A. Byrne of the 
committee announced that he had 
hoped to make favorable reports on 
the express highway and Kings- 
highway measures by Wednesday. 
Alderman Hubert A. Hoeflinger, 
who had opposed the plan to ex-

McKittrick Calls $20,000 Figure 
“Glaringly Inadequate,” in Cir- 
cult Court Brief.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 20.— 

Argumentsin support of its motion 
to increase the bond of H. P. Lauf 
and L. H. Cook, commissioners and 
custodians in the 10 per cent fire 
insurance restitution case, from 
$20,000 to $200,000, were filed in Cir- 
cuit Court here today by the Mis- 
souri Attorney-General’s depart- 
ment. 
“The inadequacy and insufficiency 
of a $20,000 bond to protect a §$2,- 
500,000 fund is glaringly apparent,” 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick 
contended. The motion was filed 
after Judge Nike G. Sevier, on 
March 3, approved allowances of 
fees of $40,000 each to Lauf and 
Cook, and a $20,000 to their counsel, 
Gilbert Lamb. McKittrick is oppos- 
ing allowance of the fees, and has 
filed an appeal in the State Su- 
preme Court. 

“The taking of $40,000 each by 

Messrs. Cook and Lauf under an 
order, application for an appeal 
from which has been filed in this 
court, conclusively shows an inten- 
tion on the part of Cook and Lauf 
to eonvert to their own use the 
assets in their hands, regardless of 
the fact that the order under au- 
thority of which they were obtained 
was but interlocutory at the time 
of the taking of the money,” the 
Attorney-General stated in his argu- 
ments. 
“The arrogant and unbecoming 
conduct of Messrs. Cook and Lauf, 
as lawyers and as officers of this 
court, is made more conspicuous 
by reason of the ethical conduct of 
their counsel, Gilbert Lamb, in re- 
fusing to receive or accept his al- 
lowance until the controversy is 
finally and completely determined. 
Such acts conclusively dem- 
onstrate the acute need for an ade- 
quate bond.” 


CHICAGO BANK TELLER HELD, 
SAID TO BE SHORT $10,000 


Arrested in Danville, [ll., Tells Po- 
lice There He Took Money for 
Three Years. 

CHICAGO, March 20.—Kenneth 
Nelson, 25-year-old bank teller, was 
brought back from Danville, IIL, 
last night to explain an ajileged 
$10,000 shértage in his accounts at 
the Pullman State Bank of Chi- 
cago.

WOMAN IN COURT 
FHT FOR CHILD WEDS 


Former Margaret Mann Col- 
lapses at Trial After Tell- 
ing of Marriage. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 20.—Margaret 
Mann, resuming her court fight 
with Dr. Gilbert E. Mordoff for 3- 
year-old “Sonny Boy,” whom she 
claims as her son born out of wed- 
lock, disclosed on the witness stand 
yesterday she had been married 
Saturday in Valparaiso, Ind. She 
collapsed a moment after she in- 
formed Judge Rudolph Desort that 
she had become the wife of Ray A. 
Fletcher of suburban Wilmette, and 
was carried into an anteroom where 
restoratives were administered. 

Her mother, a spectator at the 
hearing, in which Dr. Mordoff con- 
tended the boy was born to his late 
wife in Minneapolis, produced a 
marriage certificate for her daugh- 
ter and offered it to the court. 

The incident climaxed a day of 
testimony in the controversy over 
the parentage and custody of “Son- 
ny Boy.” When Miss Mann col- 
lapsed, the court was recessed. 

Miss Mann has steadfastly de- 
clined to identify the father of the 
child she says is hers. Her attorney, 
Edwin A. Robson, said after court 
Miss Mann’s husband was not “Son- 
ny Boy’s” father. 

Called to the stand by the attor- 
ney for the young woman, Police 
Sergeant John Schaefgen of subur- 
ban Wilmette said he heard Mrs. 
Mordoff tell her husband on Jan. 
29, 1933: “The baby does not belong 
to you. It belongs to Margaret.” 

The sergeant explained he re- 
sponded to a call for a police offi- 
cer at the Mordoff home and found 
the physician and his wife engaged 
in a dispute. 

“Mrs. Mordoff told him the nurse 
was going to take the baby to a 
hospital and he told her she 
couldn’t,” the sergeant said. 

Later Miss Mann arrived at the 
home, the sergeant said. He testi- 
fied he asked the young woman: 
“Is that your baby?” 

Her answer was “yes,” he added. 

The testimony as to the marriage 
came while Dr. Mordoff was hold- 
ing “Sonny Boy” on his lap at a 
counsel table. His attorney, Harry 
X. Cole, was cross-examining Miss 
Mann concerning a young man 
who was residing in the same house 
with her. Her lawyer, E. A. Rob- 
son, interrupted with the assertion: 
“I learned only today that my client 
Was married.” 

Previously, Miss Mann testified 
she paid Mrs. Mordoff $5 a week 
for keeping the child.

Comment of Eden. 

Eden, in his explanation, told the 
Commons “the German Govern- 
ment has stressed the wish for re- 
laxation of that tension which can 
only lead to disaster. 

“It is now for them to show 
what contribution they are willing 
to make toward this end.” 

He said he had had no indication 
of the German attitude to the pro- 
posal and that it was “to early 
for an answer.” 

Stressing that the British Gov- 
ernment’s object during its conver- 
sations with the other Locarno 
Members was twofcld, Eden said: 


“We have sought to meet the 
peril. It has been a very real 
peril of an immediately gravely

“And we have sought to create 
an opportunity for settlement of 
Europe on a firm and enduring 
foundation.” 

Commons Debate Tuesday. 

The House of Commons made 
plans to debate the international 
situation Tuesday. 

Authoritative sources said that 
the conference might be extended 
to include such subjects as the lim- 
itation of armaments and interna- 
tional economic relations. 

In this case, a series of concentric 
conferences would be organized in- 
cluding countries such as the Unit- 
ed States and Japan. 

The text of the proposals was de- 
livered to the German delegation 
today and was studied immediate- 
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ler’s Ambassador-at-large. 

Von Ribbentrop, after long tele- 
phone conversations with Berlin, 
went to the British Foreign Office 
this morning for further clarifica- 
tion of several points in the securi- 
ty plan. 

The draft has been transmitted 
to Berlin, a German spokesman 
said, and it is being given careful 
consideration, “but Germany can 
agree to no one-sided measures.” 


French Propose Program. 

French headquarters issued an 
agenda for the proposed confer- 
ence. It included in its suggestions 
for discussion the modernization of 
the covenant of the League and the 
consideration of far-reaching eco- 
nomic, financial and security prob- 
lems. 

The agenda, as given out by the 
French, included: (1) Organization 
for collective security; (2) More ex- 
act definition of the obligations and 
applications of Article XVI of the 
League covenant (dealing with 
sanctions); (3) Limitation of arma- 
ments; (4) Strengthening and wid- 
ening economic relations and or- 
ganization of financial and econom- 
ic exchanges; (5) Examination of 
conditions for the return of Ger- 
many to the League of Nations and 
formulation of an non-aggression 
pact for Europe. 

A meeting of the League Concili- 
ation Committee of 13, called for to- 
day to consider peace negotiations 
in the Italian-Ethiopian war, was 
postponed until tomorrow. A pri- 
vate session of the League Council, 
set for this afternoon, also was put 
off. 

The British press reflected opti- 
mism today for the first time since 
Hitler denounced the Locarno pact 
March 7. 


PARIS ANNOUNCES 
TRIPLE ALLIANCE 
AGAINST GERMANY

PARIS, March 20.—The French 
government told Parliament today 
that Great Britain had promised 
to aid France under a “reinforced 


Locarno pact” should peace with 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler of Germany 
fail. 

The government announced that 
Great Britain, in a letter to France 
which is part of the agreement, 
would specify the following four 
points: 

1. Great Britain, France and Bel- 
gium will immediately consider 
“measures to be taken to meet a 
new situation if the Reich rejects 
the Locarno powers’ proposition.” 

2. Great Britain “will immediate- 
ly come to the aid of the French 
and Belgian governments in com- 
pliance with the Locarno Treaty 


3. Great Britain, in exchange for 
reciprocal assurances by France, 
agrees to take “all practical meas- 
ures in her power” to protect 
French and Belgian territory 
against unprovoked aggression. 

4. To fulfill these agreements, the 
governments “will establish and con- 
tinue contact between the genera! 
staffs” of the armies. :

ord. While the main business and 
the residential sections were above 
water, the entire city suffered from 
curtailed light and telephone serv- 
ice. At Springfield a wall of the 
power station collapsed, cutting off 
lights in the business district. 

The Ohio, continuing its rampage, 
struck Marietta, O., but hastily 
constructed ramparts withstood the 
first onslaught. Water swirled five 
and six feet deep through the main 
business section, rising more than 
two inches an hour. 

Health officials sent typhoid se- 
rum to Binghamton, N. Y., as a pre- 
caution against an epidemic result- 
ing from floods that crippled the 
water supply. Red Cross officials 
mobilized relief forces to feed, 
clothe and shelter 4000 homeless 
flood sufferers throughout New 
York State. 

Drinking Water Boiled. 
Housewives boiled drinking water 
in communities where supplies were 
damaged, under orders of State and 
local health officials. The WPA 
said all streets and cellars where 
there was danger of disease would 
be disinfected. 

Industrial wells were tapped and 
firemen were assigned to 24-hour 
duty as Binghamton continued on 
short rations for drinking water. 
Fire hoses connected Binghamton 
water mains with hydrants in John- 
son City. Schools remained closed 
and will be used as long as neces- 
sary to house the homeless, offi- 
cials said. 

North of Binghamton the situa- 
tion remained serious in many com- 
munities. Water mains were broken 
in Norwich, but firemen pumped a 
temporary supply for fire protec- 
tion from a filter plant across the 
Chenango River. Nichols in Tioga 
County lacked water, heat, light or 
telephones. Motorboats conveyed 
physicians “about the village. 


Pennsylvania Rivers Falling; Deso- 
lation Along Their Banks. 
By the Associated Press. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., March 20:— 
Rivers of Eastern and Central 
Pennsylvania were receding from 
peak stages at most points along 
their desolated banks today, un- 
covering disaster in every com- 
munity they touched. 

At Wilkes-Barre, the Susquehan- 
na’s north branch was still rising 
as late as midnight, but a slight 
recession was reported at 3 a.m. 
The 33.06 stage there was the high- 
est recorded. 

Further upstream, reports from 
Renovo said 400 families were 
homeless and without shelter on 
snow-covered hilltops. Direct com- 
munication with Lock Haven was 
cut off. Four homes in the low- 
lying town were washed away. 

At Wilkes-Barre, hit twice with- 
in a week by flood waters, efforts 
were sped to remove an estimated 
1500 persons still marooned in their 
homes. Coast guard craft carried 
on the rescue work as rapidly as 
conditions permitted. The Red 
Cross said 3500 homes in the Wyom- 
ing Valley area were inundated in 
from three to 15 feet of water. 

Sunbury, where the West and 
North branches of the Susquehan- 
na merge, was menaced by disease 
in addition to the flood destruc- 
tion. Practically all of the city was 
under water and many residents 
left the community. Emergency re- 
lief quarters were established at 
nearby Shamokin, ‘vhere refugees 
were taken in special trains. Three 
men were found dead in the Sun- 
bury flood area today. George 
Wagner, 25 year& old, fell into the 
river when an embankment gave 
way. Receding waters revealed 
bodies of the others. 

Half of Danville was reported 
under water and hundreds of fa- 
milies were driven to upper floors 
of their homes. The west end of 
the Susquehanna bridge went down 
last night at Milton and other near- 
by bridges were damaged. 

The Juniata was receding after 
causing heavy losses in Hunting- 
don, Lewistown and the communi- 
ties of Amity Hall and Clark's Fer- 
ry, mear its junction with the Sus- 
quehanna, 18 miles above Harris- 
burg. 

The Delaware River, its level 
dropping upstream, passed high 
tide last night at Philadelphia with- 
out inflicting the damage that had 
been feared. Streets inundated yes- 
terday were clear of water after 
midnight. Principat damage up the 
river was to cottages along its 
banks.

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WIFE WHO KILLED 
STUDENT SUCCUMBS 


Mrs. Irene Phister Dies of Self- 
Inflicted Bullet Wound 
at Columbia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., March 20. — 
Mrs. Irene Freeman Phister died at 
2:20 a. m, today of a bullet wound 
which she inflicted after her hus- 
band, a University of Missouri stu- 
dent, was fatally shot here Feb. 14. 

Since she and her 24-year-old hus- 
band, Warren Thornton Phister, 
agricultural student from Kansas 
City, were found, both wounded, in 
a locked room of the Columbian 
Hotel here, the young woman had 
expressed a wish to die. 

Phister died a few hours after 
the shooting, protesting his love for 
his wife and throwing kisses to her. 
At the same time, Phister named 
his wife as his assailant, but neither 
he nor Mrs. Phister would give 4 
reason for the tragedy. Mrs. Phis- 
ter, 28, confessed shooting herself, 
but not her husband. 

After referring to Phister as “My 
darling husband,” and saying, “Oh, 
I’m so sorry!” Mrs. Phister told po- 
lice: “I don’t want to live. I want 
to die. It all doesn’t matter now, 
any way. Don’t let the nurses take 
care of me or anything. We will 
meet in the beyond.” 

Parents of the youth, Mr. and 
Mrs. Laurance H. Phister of Kan- 
sas City, had announced forgive- 
ness of Mrs. Phister and had in- 
terceded on her behalf with 
authorities on the ground that she 
was “temporarily crazed” when she 
shot their son and herself. Prose- 
cutor W. H. Sapp of Boone County 
had said he believed Phisters’ par- 
ents were right in their contention 
that the young woman was tem- 
porarily insane and had indicated 
there probably would be no prose- 
cution if she had lived. 

At Mrs. Phister’s bedside at the 
Boone County Hospital when she 
died was her mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Laurance Phister, who has been 
here almost constantly since the 
day of the shooting. 

Young Phister met his wife in 
Paris, France, in the fall of 1931. 
They were married five days later 
—on Oct. 19, 1931—in London, 
where Mrs. Phister lived and was 
employed as a telephone operator. 

The body will be taken to Kan- 
sas City for burial beside that of 
the young husband. 

Mrs. Phister is survived in Lon- 
don by her mother, Mrs, E. L. Free- 
man, and a sister, Lily. Her father 
was a British Army Captain. 

A report from Scotland Yard, 
London, to Lieutenant Frank Fen- 
ton, in charge of investigating the 
case for the Columbia police, which 
arrived here today, offered the first 
plausible explanation of. the dou- 
ble shooting. Londen police learned 
that Mrs. Phister had “fits of tem- 
per in which she was unable to 
control herself,’ and was subject 
to “nerve trouble.”

WEATHER BUREAU 
LISTS 7 FACTORS 
CAUSING FLOODS 


Storm in Texas Said to Have 
Been First Link in Chain 
of Events. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—W. 
P. Day of the storm section of the 
Weather Bureau said today that 
seven factors were involved in the 


circumstances that led to the East- 
ern floods. Such an unbroken chain 
occurs only once or twice in a cen- 
tury. Had any one of the factors 
been missing the flood might not 
have occurred, or at least it might 
have been less severe. 

This is what happened: 

1—The storm started 
last Sunday. 

2—It moved to the northeast. 

3—Over the Appalachian high- 
lands on Monday, a flow of warm, 
moist air rushing in from the Gulf 
and Atlantic because of the moving 
storm was “expanded and con- 
densed” by collision with a wedge 
of cold air, flowing southward from 
Central Canada. 

4—Extremely low temperatures 
in Labrador sent out a frigid cur- 
rent which formed a second wedge 
of cold air over the Canadian mari- 
time provinces. 

5—This cold wedge helped to trap 
the storm and hold it over the 
watersheds from Georgia to Ver- 
mont. 

6—The rear of the disturbance 
was formed by unseasonable 
warmth in far northwestern sec- 
tions of Canada and Alaska. 

7—The rain came when heavy 
snows were melting in the highest 
ranges, and the soil had almost 
reached the saturation point. 

“This combination was sufficient,” 
}-said Montrose W. Hayes, chief of 
the flood section of the Weather 
Bureau, “to raise the Ohio 4.9 feet 
above the Pittsburgh water mark 
of 1763 which we consider official; 
to raise the Potomac to 47.6 feet 
at Hancock, Md., 7.9 feet above 
the record of 1889, and the Connec- 
ticut to above the 29.8 foot mark 
set at Hartford in 1854.”

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FEDERAL AGENCIES = 
JOIN RED CROSS 
IN RELIEF WORK 


Army, Navy, Coast Guard, 
CCC, WPA and Health 
Service Lend Aijid in 
Flooded Communities. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 20. — 
Emergency and long-time expendi- 
tures totaling $400,000,000, for the 
relief of flood sufferers and the 
control of future floods, have been 
authorized or are under consider- 
ation by various branches of the 
Government. 

A Senate committee has drafted 
army engineers to work out a Dill 
authorizing $300,000,000 for flood 
control throughout the country. 
The Works Progress Administra- 
tion has allotted $18,000,000 for 
flood relief and rehabilitation. Bills 
are pending to spend $5,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 more in Pennsylvania 
alone. 

President Roosevelt issued an ap- 
peal yesterday for prompt response 
to the Red Cross’ request for §$3,- 
000,000 in the present emergency. 

He said 200,000 persons were 
homeless and asked “our people to 
contribute promptly and most gen- 
erously, so that sufficient funds 
may be available for the relief of 
these thousands.” 

How Relief Is Carried On. 

Army, navy, coast guard, CCC, 
WPA and the Public Health Ser- 
vice all lent their aid in the flood- 
ed areas. 

At a press conference, the Pres- 
ident outlined the action taken. 
Actual rescue work is in charge of 
the army, assisted by the CCC, 
which also provides labor for pa- 
trols and clearing away wreckage. 
Relief is in charge of the Red 
Cross. WPA has 50,000 men en- 
gaged in dike construction and 
clean-up work. 

The Red Cross announced that 


Army bombers would leave 
Langley Field, Va, today to car- 
ry 8000 pounds of food and medical 

to Renovo, Pa. which is 


decided to call on the War Depart- 
ment for advice in acting on a 
$300,000,000 flood control measure. 
A bill for double that amount was

Relief Proposals. 

Senator Davis (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, introduced a resolution to 
authorize the President to turn 
$5,000,000 of work relief funds over 
to the Red Cross. Senator Guffey 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, followed with 
a resolution to direct the Presi- 
dent to make $10,000,000 available 
for flood work in Pennsylvania. 

Postoffice officials said that East 
and West mails, blocked by the 
flooding of the Pittsburgh district, 
were being moved as rapidly as pos- 
sible by re-routing. 

New York City, they said, was 
in easy postal communication with 
the West through Chicago, but 
Washington and Baltimore connec- 
tions to the west were blocked. 

The bulk of East-West mail, 
which ordinarily moves through 
Pittsburgh, is being re-routed 
through New York, or through 
Cleveland or Cincinnati to St. Louis 
and Kansas City. 

Mail planes are flying regular 
schedules through the East. Only 
in Washington has the airport been 
abandoned because of flooding. Air 
mail to Washington has been re- 
routed to Baltimore, whence it is 
trucked to the capital.

CANADA ASKS U. 3. 


ABOUT LIQUOR BILL 


Measure Would Discriminate 
Against Distillers Who Violated 
Prohibition Laws. 


WASHINGTON, March 20. — The 
Canadian Government has made 
representations to the United States 
against a bill pending in Congress 
which would deny entry of Cana- 
dian liquor shipped by distillers 
alleged to have made such ship- 
ments during prohibition. 

In making this known today, 
William Phillips, acting Secretary 
of State, told reporters the matter 
was being given careful attention 
by the State Department, which 
has discussed it with the Treasury. 

Under the recently concluded 
reciprocal trade agreement between 
the United States and Canada, the 
duty on liquor shipments from the 
Dominion was reduced 50 per cent 
to $2.50 per gallon. 

As a result of investigations made 
by the tax unit of the Treasury, 
the United States Government was 
reported to have made large claims 


for penalties against a number of | 


Canadian liquor firms and corpora- 
tions for shipments into the United 
States during prohibition. 

So far, it was understood, this 
Government has been able to ob- 
tain no action on the claims. 

A bill, recently passed by the 
House and now before the Senate, 
would empower the Secretary of the 
Treasury to forbid sales in the 
United States of liquor exported by 
such firms until they have agreed 
to submit to United States Court 
actions against them. 

Canadian liquor interests are said 
to fear the passage of the legisla- 
tion will interfere with large sales 
of Canadian liquor to the United 
States which followed the signing 
of the trade agreement.

Flood Receding in West 
Virginia City, Leaving 17 
Dead and Thousands 


Homeless. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 

WHEELING, W. Va., March 20.— 
The crest of the Ohio River flood 
moved out of the Wheeling indus- 
trial valley today, leaving at least 
17 persons dead and thousands 
homeless. 

The waters surged southward to- 
ward Marietta, O., carrying numer- 
ous homes, buildings and automo- 
biles, after reaching a stage of 55 
feet here. 

The most damage occurred on 
heavily populated Wheeling  Is- 
land, a broad expanse of land in 
the midst of the river. On the is- 


land, water poured into the second 
and third stories of houses, pushed 
dwellings from their foundations 
and swept away a tabernacle, a 
frame structure built to seat 5000 
persons at church meetings. 
Police said there was no means 
of an accurate check on the dead 
immediately, because many sec - 
tions still were under water. River 
men said these sections would re- 
main inundated for three days. 


Water Rising in Point Pleasant. 


tants, boarded up all windows and 
watched the slow rise of the water 
which already was three feet deep 
in the business section. An au- 
thoritative river man in Point 
Pleasant advised villagers not to 
be too optimistic about the pre- 
dicted flood crest of 52 feet, only 
12 above flood level. 

On the other side of the river, in 
Ohio, scores. of villages were inun- 
dated. Brilliant, O., directly across 
from Wellsburg, was completely 
under water. The railroad station 
rolled over and then floated down 
stream. 

At Wellsburg, half-way between 
Pittsburgh and Wheeling, the tor- 
rent which 24 hours ago rushed 
through the streets at a depth of 
22 feet, had dropped to 19 early to- 
day. Three persons were drowned. 

Skiffs moved cautiously through 
the town, scraping the tops of trol- 
ley wire poles while taking food 
and water to families marooned in 
second floors. From 200 to 300 per- 
sons remained in schools and other 
public buildings, fairly comfortable 
and fed with truck loads of food 
which arrived from Washington, 
Pa. 


Smaller Villages Isolated. 


Moundsville, site of West Vir- 
ginia’s penitentiary, was high and 
believed to be safe. Sistersville, St. 
Marys and Ravenwood, all smaller 
villages on the West Virginia side, 
were isolated. 

Point Pleasant is about half-way 
between Parkersburg and Hunting- 
ton, and believed to be in the great- 
est danger of all the cities south of 
Wheeling. 

At this point, the Kanawha Riv- 
er—which reached a crest at 
Charleston yesterday—enters’' the 
Ohio, and the crest of the two riv- 
ers was expected to reach the city 
at about the same time. 

Virtually every one living in the 
lower sections on the river bank 
had been moved five miles back to 
a National Guard camp and were 
cared for by WPA, CCC and Red 
Cross workers. + 

Huntington, a city of more than 
75,000 population, made _ intense 
preparations for the flood, expect- 
ed to sweep part of the city Sat- 
urday and Sunday. 

Medical authorities in Wheeling 
were taking every precaution to 
prevent an outbreak of disease. 


Stories of Rescues in Wheeling. 


Among the thousands of men, 
women and children driven from 
their homes, there were many 
stories of thrilling rescues as well 
as tearful accounts of losses and 
bereavement. Many told of spend- 
ing hours awaiting rescue in skiffs 
and motorboats manned by police 
and volunteers. 

Two women drowned in an at- 
tempted rescue. They were with 
five other persons in a boat caught 
in a whirlpool and overturned at 
the intersection of streets. PWA 
workers under direction of H. F. 
McAteer recovered their bodies. 
McAteer and his crews have been 
doing relief work since the flood | 
started. | 
Rescuers in more than 100 boats 
fought their way from window to 
window in low sections of Wheel- 
ing as well as on the island, tak- 
ing babies, women and men to 
safety. 

100 Rescues by One Crew. 
More than 100 rescues were cred- | 
ited to a single crew, Col. C. B. | 
Hopkins of the Reserve Officers | 
Training Corps, and Frederick Lib- | 
bey, who cruised about the strick- | 
en area in a motor boat. | 
One patrolman found four bodies 
in a flooded home. He heard a cry | 
as he turned back toward the) 
shore. A baby girl was wedged in | 
the wreckage. She was saved. | 
A baby fell from a porch on the | 
island and was swept downstream. | 
Four others drowned on the island | 
and in South Wheeling. | 
Flood refugees told of seeing two | 
men clinging to a roof top among | 
the scores of houses swirlingedown- 
stream. Their fate remained unde- 
termined. 

Power and water supplies here | 
were unaffected. A food shortage | 
was not expected, but high waters 
have flooded kitchens making prep-

EX-CONVICT ACCUSED OF PLOT 
TO MAIL PISTOL INTO PRISON 


A warrant charging Charles N. 
Bradley, 36-year-old ex-convict now 


in the City Jail, with entering into 
a conspiracy to send firearms 
through the mails was issued yes- 
terday by United States District 
Attorney Harry Blanton. 

Bradley has been in jail since his 
arrest last March 9 when a private 
watchman caught him leaving a 
filling station at 1102 Franklin ave- 
nue with a radio under his arm. 
Bradley admitted the theft of the 
radio, according to police. 

The warrant charges him with 
having conspired to send firearms 
through the mail last October when 
he was a prisoner in the Kansas 
State Penitentiary at Lansing and 
with having mailed an automatic 
pistol to a member of the prison 
band there on Nov. 26. The pistol 
was concealed in a Chinese wood 
block, an instrument used by drum- 
mers. 

Bradley had served four years of 
a sentence*for burglary in the Kan- 
sas Penitentiary when he was re- 
leased last Nov. 3. Previous to that 
he had served a sentence for au- 
tor:obile theft in the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary. 


ANEMIA SUFFERER KEPT ALIVE 
BY BLOOD TRANSFUSIONS 


James Hedley, 23, Has Had 40 in 
Last Two Years; More 
Donors Sought. 

James Hedley, 23-year-old victim 
of a rare type of anemia, has re- 
ceived 40 biood transfusions in the 
last two years at Barnes Hospital. 
Last night he suffered another nasal 
hemorrhage and more blood donors 
were being sought for another 

transfusion. 

The ailment from which he suf- 
fers is known as aplastic anemia, a 
condition in which the bone marrow 
fails to create red blood cells. As 
a result, he has been kept alive 
solely by blood from other persons. 
He has been admitted to the hos- 
pital 14 times in the two years and 
has lost about 25 pounds. He now 
weighs 100 pounds. 

Twice he underwent operations 
for the removal of boils, formed be- 
cause of his low resistance. How 
the condition began or how it can 
be corrected is not known, physi- 
cians said. The ailment was first 
noticed when Hedley suffered a 
nasal hemorrhage while driving a 
truck. The hemorrhage persisted 
for 18 hours, after which he en- 
tered the hospital. He is married 
and lives at 6109 Lilian avenue.

20.—Richard C, Foster, Cherryvale 
WPA worker, who, officers said, 
escaped from the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City in August, 
1929, is in jail here awaiting the ar- 
rival of prison authorities.

STAND IN $318,000 
ACTION FOR FRISCO 


Co-Trustee Attacks Validity 
of Allowance for Cost of 
Abandoned Readjustment 
Plan. 


Testimony was given before Fed- 
eral Court Master John T, Hard- 
ing today jn support of the conten- 
tion of Co-Trustee John G. Lons- 
dale of the Frisco Railroad that the 
Frisco readjustment managers 
should turn over $318,850 of a $400,- 


000 trust fund, on hand when the 
railroad went into receivership Nov. 
1, 1932. The fund was set aside 
July 6, 1932, to further a financial 
readjustment plan later aban- 
doned. . 

Lonsdale testified that his curi- 
osity as to the readjustment fund 
was first aroused in the summer of 
1933, when he read in an auditor’s 
report that the last $100,000 of the 
fund was paid over by the railroad 
to the readjustment management 
Oct. 31, 1932, the day before the 
receivership decree. “While the 
clock was striking,” was Lonsdale’s 
phrase to express the timeliness of 
the payment. 

“T had a feeling,” Lonsdale said, 
“that the New York people loved 
me like a hawk loves a dove.” 

Independent Audit. 

He said that, before obtaining the 
audit from an independent audit- 
ing firm, he conferred with Edward 
N. Brown of New York, chairman 
of the Frisco directors, and Robert 
T. Swaine of the New York law 
firm representing the readjustment 
managers. They at first opposed 
the idea of an independent audit, : 
Lonsdale said, preferring an audit 
by the railroad’s auditors. 

Lonsdale, in his testimony, com- 
bated the contention of counsel for 
the readjustment managers, who 
held that he had forfeited his right 
to make a claim to the trust fund, 
because he signed a letter sent to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Jan. 10, 1932, which stated that 
the trust fund was “valid and ef- 
fective.” 

Lonsdale testified, as to the let- 
ter, that it was presented to him 
by James M. Kurn, his co-trustee 
and former president of the Frisco, 
“in whom I had and still have the 
greatest confidence.” He said he 
understood the letter was prepared 
by E. T. Miller, then general so- 
licitor of the Frisco, but that fur- 
ther—investigation developed that 
the letter was in fact prepared by 
Leonard Adkins, of the New York 
law firm representing the read- 
justment managers. Adkins has 
stated that he prepared the letter 
after a conference with the I. C. C., 
which then favored the plan, 


Signed Under Misapprehension. 

In his efforts to trace the origin 
of the letter, Lonsdale said, he went 
so far as to write to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, asking for 
a photographed copy, he thinking 
that an opinion from Miller was at- 
tached to it. That inquiry, he gaid, 
resulted in “a waterhaul—only wa- 
ter in the fisherman’s net.” Later, 
he said, he found a carbon copy, 
indicating that the letter was dic- 
tated by Adkins. However, he said 
Miller, in a conference, accepted sole 
responsibility for the letter. 

Lonsdale said that in signing the 
letter, he acted under a misappre- 
hension, hence did not consider him- 
self estopped in his present attack 
on the validity of the fund. 

Lonsdale said he had contem- 
plated filing suit against the re- 
adjustment managers in New York 
for recovery of the $400,000 fund, 
but that the managers agreed to 
enter an appearance in the Federal 
Court proceeding here. The man- 
agers then filed an accounting here, 
to which Lonsdale objected, and 
the matter was referred to Special 
Master Harding for hearing. The 
hearing is being held in the Frisco 
building. 

Cross-Examination. 

In cross-examination William D. 
Whitney of the New York law firm 
asked Lonsdale whether he was 
“conscious” when he signed the 
letter of Jan. 10, 1933. Lonsdale 
smilingly replied that he was but 
that he signed as a matter of rou- 
tine when he was concerned over 
the serious illness of his son and 
that he understood the letter was 
based on a written legal opinion. 

Miller did furnish a written opin- 
ion later after repeated demands 
for one, Lonsdale said, but did not 
withdraw from his position that he 
alone was responsible for the letter. 
Lonsdale told the Court (Judge 
Faris) that the situation was “in- 
tolerable” and Miller later resigned 
as counsel for the receivers, the wit- 
ness said. 

Referring to direct testimony in 
which Lonsdale said Brown and 
Swaine had attempted to “dictate” 
the choice of an auditing firm, 
Whitney inquired whether Lonsdale 
had merely made use of a colorful 
expression. Whitney pointed out 
that Lonsdale had testified Brown 
and Swaine finally did agree to 
Lonsdale’'s choice. ' 

Lonsdale replied that 
might label the expression as he 
chose and continued to use the word 
“dictate” in his testimony. 

The New York law firm of Cra- 
vath, DeGersdorff, Swaine & Wood, 
counsel for the readjustment man- 
agers, closed their case yesterday. 
It presented evidence designed to 
show that bills for $168,000 for ex- 
penses of the plan should be allowed 
by Federal Court in addition to

services as chairman of the re- 
t managers. This is part 
of the unpaid expense of $163,000. 

Brown said he spent five office 

hours a day, 20 days a month for 
15 months in working for the plan 
and that he voted against its aban- 
donment in December, 1933. 
Under  cross-examination by 
Frank A. Thompson, Lonsdale’s 
counsel, he testified that at the 
time of the receivership he was 
drawing $33,400 a year as chairman 
of the Frisco directors and $36,- 
000 a year as chairman of the Rock 
Island Railroad's Executive Com- 
mittee. 
Questioned further, he said he 
spent onjy about 30 minutes a day 
at the Rock Island office, but added 
that he weighed Rock Island mat- 
ters outside of office hours, “even 
in bed at night.” 

He acknowledged that the read- 
justment managers went on spend- 
ing money from the fund after the 
receivership up to Nov. 27, 1933, 
when he received a stop order from 
Thompson. He explained that he 
had considered the fund segregated 
for purposes of the plan and had 
not thought the receivers, now 
trustees in bankruptcy, had any 
claim to it. 

Tells of Firm’s Services. 
Emmet T. Carter of the St. Louis 
law firm of Carter & Jones, asso- 
ciate counsel for the readjustment 
managers, gave details of his firm’s 
services in an effort to establish a 
claim for $15,000 in addition to a 
fee of $10,000 already received. 

He said his firm devoted 829 
hours to its clients between August, 
1932, when the original receivership 
suit was filed, and January, 1934, 
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20, ra 
had spent 200 additional 
since then on the present account- 
ing proceeding. 
Under  cross-examination he 
that division of $25,000 by 
829 hours indicated his firm was 
charging at the rate of $30 an hour, 
$5 an hour more than the charge 
made by the New York *1w firm. 
The New York firm, which got 
$25,000 on account on the eve of the 
receivership, is seeking an addi- 
tional $75,000 for legal services.

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Church Federation Commission 
to Campaign for 
Relief Session.

The Social Service Commission 
of the Church Federation, which 
recently assailed inadequate relief 
Arovisions, decided at a meeting at 


Bishop Tuttle Memorial today to 
conduct a militant campaign to 
bring about a special session of the 
State Legislature to consider relief 
appropriations. 

Prof. Frank J. Bruno of Wash- 
ington Universitw was authorized 
to prepare an open letter, setting 
forth the commission’s position on 
relief requirements, for transmis- 
sion to Gov. Park, members of the 
Legislature and clergymen of the 
city and State. 

The consensus at the meeting 
was that prompt action is necessary 
to avert suffering Every pressure 
possible will be brought to bear to 
bring about a special session. 

The commission also voted to re- 
quest all clergymen in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County to urge at 
their churches Sunday contribu- 
tions to the Red Cross fund for 
flood sufferers. 

The Permanent Council on Re- 


lief Needs, an orzan‘zation formed 
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by representatives of labor, unem- 
ployed, church, and other societies, 
today renewed its request that Gov. 
Park call a special session of the 
Legislature to appropriate relief 
funds. 

The Council's letcer to the Gov- 
ernor, signed by Wr. Sol Londe, sec- 
retary, directed the Governor's at- 
tention to the finding by Carter 
W. Atkins, director of the St. Louis 
Governmental Research Institute, 
that as much as 54,178,652 might be 
appropriated for relief without in- 
creasing taxes. 


Atkins based his conclusion on a 
study of the State’s appropriations 


and anticipated revenues from ex- 
isting taxes, taking into considera- | 
tion, also, that the Governor had | 
the power to order a reduction of 
10 per cent in the expenditures of 
State departments.

Repaving of Lindell boulevard 
with concrete between Skinker 
boulevard and De Baliviere avenue 
will be finished about the same 
time, Pettus said.

Des Peres avenue will give motor- 
ists their first connecting link be- 
tween Lindell and Delmar on the 
long stretch from De Baliviere to 
Skinker.

Extensior 
of it from Pershing to Lindell was 
made possible when the River des 
Peres sewer was filled in there two 
years ago as a Public Works Ad- 
ministration project. 

All the money for the present | 
work was supplied by a Works 
Progress Administration grant. The | 
macadam paving is being taken |

Senate Accepts Amendmenf— 
Opponents Say ‘Privileged 
Interests’ Back Bill.

WASHINGTON, March 2%.—De- 
spite a charge by Senator Benson 
(Farmer-Labor), Minnesota, that 
the measure was being rushed 
through “at the request of certain 
privileged interests,” the Senate to- 
day completed congressional action 


on legislation exempt ng bank stock 
held by the RFC from taxation. 

After Democratic Leader Robin 
son had declared the bill was being 
pressed because “in certain states 
tax will be collected today,” a House 
amendment limiting interest on 
RFC loans to closed banks to 3% 
per cent—provided their receivers 
do not charge their debtors more 
than 4% per cent-—-was accepted. 

Benson had argued that the “priv 
lleged interests” wanted to escape 
taxes “justly levied on them.” 

The House passed the bill yes 
terday. 

Reversing its action of three 
weeks ago when a similar House 
measure was rejected despite an 
administration request, which 
followed a Supreme Court ruling 
that such holdings were subject to 
local taxation. 

Opposition, led by Representative 
Patman (Dem.), Texas, yesterday 
forced a roll call vote—218 for pas- 
sage and 144 against. Democratie 
and Republican members of the 
Banking Committee joined forces 
to block the opposition. 

The rule under which the meas 
ure was considered allowed four 
hours’ debate, divided equally be 
tween Republican and Democratie 
members of the Banking Commit- 
tee. Patman asserted this gave op- 
ponents only 37 minutes of the four 
hours. 

Almost every member of the 
Banking Committee spoke in favor 
of the bill. Representative Bank- 
head (Dem.), Alabama, majority 
leader, said: 

“This is not a partisan matter, 
Why should we single out the se 
curities held by this eleemosynary 
institution and say to the statea, 
‘tax these’.”’

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POTOMAC FLOOD WATERS 
RECEDING AT WASHINGTON 


Ne Damage to Important Govern- 
ment Bulldings in National 
Capital. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 20. — Po- 

tomac River flood waters started 

to recede from the national capital 


last night, after touching the foot 
of an emergency dike erected to 
protect Government buildings. 

The crest of the flood brought 
an 185-foot stage where the Poto- 
mac reaches tide water level in the 
southwestern section of the capital. 

Officials reported no damage to 
important Government buildings. 
Riverfront buildings, however, were 
soaked. 

Water spread across Hains Point, 
a peninsular park which lies be- 
tween the Potomac and Anacostia 
rivers, where the famous cherry 
blossoms attract thousands of tour- 
ists every spring. Water rose to the 
base of the Lincoln Memorial, 
which stands between Hains Point 
Park and the body proper of Gov- 


ernment buildings. It crept up 
about the roots of the boxwoods 
planted around the memorial. 

Hundreds of Government work- 
ers who reside in Virginia rose an 
hour earlier than usual to take 
roundabout routes to their jobs. 
Busses, trucks and passenger cars 
had to detour through the hills 
three miles off their regular route 
to come into the capital over Me- 
morial Bridge.

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RIVERFRONT DESIGN 
SHOWN TO ART BOARD 


Ex-Secretary of German Em- 
bassy in U. S. Presents 
His Ideas. 


The Municipal Art Commission, 
which at present has no official 
part in the Jefferson Memorial 
riverfront improvement plan, list- 
ened with interest yesterday after- 
noon to Alexander von Wuthenau, 
who presented a design for artistic 
and historical treatment of the 37 
city blocks comprised in the pro- 
posed new national park. 

Von Wuthenau, former secretary 
of the German Embassy in Wash- 
ington, has made a study of Span- 
ish and Mexican art in Mexico and 
New Mexico. His design for the 
riverfront area calls for preserv- 
ing a few historic buildings, erect- 


ing likenesses of other historic 
buildings, and for removing the 
present elevated railroad tracks 
along the levee. He proposes to 
place the tracks underground. 

The design, drawn on a large tab- 
let which he spread out before the 
Art Commission, would make Main 
street, from Locust to Walnut 
street, an Old St. Louis exhibit, 
with preserved or rebuilt structures 
illustrating the life of a century 
or more ago. 

Other buildings, such as the Old 
Cathedral, Courthouse, Custom 
House and Merchants’ Exchange, 
would remain in their present 
places, with grass plots, walks and 
gardens as a setting. A place for 
a memorial monument would be 
provided. 

A competition in design for treat- 
ment of the riverfront area has 
been proposed as part of the mem- 
orial plan, but plans for such a com- 
petition have been held back by the 
uncertainty as to the money which 
will be available for the work. 
Originally outlined on a $30,000,- 
000 basis, the memorial plan has 
thus far received assurance of not 
more than $9,000,000, of which three- 
fourths will be Federal and one- 
fourth city funds; and preliminary 
work has been held back by local 
lawsuits. PP od 
Edward A, Faust is chairman of 
the Municipal Art Commission, 
which met yesterday in the office 
of President Brown of the Board 
of Public Service. In the event of 
a competition in design, both this 
commission and the City Plan Com- 
mission probably would be called 
into the consultation. 

Von Wuthenau married, in St. 
Louis last October, Miss Rachelle 
von Catinelli, who was head of the 
art department of Maryville Col- 
lege. He is the son of Count Carl 
Adam yon Wuthenau, and a nephew 
of the late Countess Sophie, wife of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand of 
Austria. The assassination of the 
Archduke and his wife, in 1914, was 
the immediate cause of the conflict 
which became the World War. Mrs.

and others now working would 
have to be discharged if the board 
orders the complainants to be re 
employed because, there is no need 
for additional employes; that their 
property rights of freedom to con- 
tract individually for employment 
are being interfered with and that 
the whole Federal Labor Act is 
unconstitutional. 

The lumber company has been in 
business here many years and its 
employes were never organized un- 
til last summer. After the NRA 
was declared unconstitutional and 
the company had reinstated longer 
hours, but continuing the same 
hourly rates of pay, organizers\ of 
the Brotherhood of penters and 
Joiners visited the plant and a lo- 
cal union of the lumber and saw 
mill workers of the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners was or- 
ganized and affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

It was said that about 80 per cent 
of the employes signed up. No im- 
mediate demands were made by the 
union, but representatives visited 
the management and undertook to 
enter into negotiations. The com- 
pany refused and the employes 
forced the closing down of the 
plant. That was about Aug. 1. 

On Sept. 16, on petition of many 
of its former employes and of citi- 
zens, the company resumed opera- 
tions, the petitioning employes hav- 
ing stated that they would accept 
the company’s own terms. A repre- 
sentative of the management stated 
to the correspondent that it was 
not possible to take back all who 
had been working earlier, much 
business having been lost, and that 
re-employment was on a basis of 
efficient without regard to former 
membership in the union. Practi- 
cally all had dropped their union 
membership, he said. 

The fact is, however, that a group 
who were not taken back retained 
their tnion membership and filed a 
complaint with the Labor Board, 
alleging they had been discharged 
because of union membership and 
asking for orders of reinstatement 
with pay for the time they had 
been out of jobs. 

Members of this group were in 
New Orleans today. 

Wages High, Mayor Says. 

Mayor Ball asserted that the lum- 
ber company always had paid wages 
higher than the average in the in- 
dustry and had in Many ways pro- 
vided for the comfort and welfare 
of its employes. The majority of 
the employes live in company 
houses, on the outskirts of the 
town, better looking than most com- 
pany houses. 

The company now operates on a 
10-hour day, sometimes working 
five and a half days and sometimes 
six days a week. A representative 
of management said the employes 
make more money than they did 
under the NRA, working more 
hours a week, and that the great 
majority prefer the longer hours 
with more pay to shorter hours and 
less pay. 

Business men and others are won- 
dering what will be the outcome of 
the hearing which was so suddenly 
shifted to New Orleans, but they do 
not expect the company to bow 
readily to labor board orders and 
they seem to be united in support 
of the company. 

An editorial on the first page of 
the local weekly newspaper issued 
yesterday had the bold type head- 
ing, “Let Us Alone,” and said in 
part: 

“The Eagle Democrat is con- 
strained to believe that the National 
Labor Board in this instance is not 
inspired by just and equitable mo- 
tives under the law. Every reason- 
able effort has been made to con- 
vince this agency of the Govern- 
ment that it is best for the people 
affected by this situation to be let 
alone. We can see no just grounds 
for the Government to step in and 
interfere with our local affairs. Ir- 
respective of what may be charged 
by Federal bureaucrats against the 
Bradley Lumber Co., the people of 
this section of Arkansas know that 
its policies toward its employes 
have ever been fair, humane and 
just. If under some New Deal ex- 
periment, political brain-trusters 
desire to regiment, industry why 
can’t they find some other locality 
for a laboratory test—sooner or 
later Federal bureaucracy is going 
to learn that citizens of the states 
still retain a strong sense of local 
government.” 

“That is just about the sentiment 
of a majority of the people here,” 
said Mayor Ball.

Federal officials and union lead- 
ers met this afternoon in City Hall 
to discuss the merits of the Building 
Trades Council strike, called this 
week on 22 PWA jobs anc the new 
postoffice in protest against al- 
leged discrimination against unions 
by State WPA Administrator Mat- 


thew Murray. 

About 75 persons attended the 
meeting, most of them business 
agents for various labor organiza 
tions. William F. White, Federal 
Labor Conciliator for this district, 
who arranged the meeting, pre- 
sided, and sat at a table with Mur- 
ray, Joseph A. Amend, St. Louis 
WPA Administrator; Mayor Dick- 
mann, and several other State and 
local WPA officials. 

Hagen Attacks WPA Methods. 

Harry Hagen, business agent for 
the local lathers’ union, one of nine 
men indicted recently on charges 
of conspiracy to defraud the Fed- 
eral Government by collusion in 
fixing execessive prices on public 
works in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, financed in part by PWA 
funds, told White and the WPA of- 
ficials that the unions intended to 
get a “fair deal or it would be 
just. too bad.” 

“Last year, Harry Hopkins, Fed- 
eral WPA Administrator, said he 
would not allow WPA to interfere 
with organized labor wage scales,” 
said Hagen. “Now we find the 
WPA breaking down our wage 
scales. We got a squar deal under 
PWA and there would have been no 
trouble if we had received the same 
treatment under WPA.” 

Hagen said one man, referring to 
Murray, had refused to meet the 
union requests and that the unions 
were “no longer begging for what 
they wanted, but demanding it.” 

“We all know strikes are un- 
pleasant and lead to bloodsifed,” 
said Hagen, “and that is what will 
happen in St. Louis unless the 
present situation is remedied.” 

Thomas H. Quinn, president, and 
John J. Church, secretary, of the 
Building Trades Council, spoke 
briefly, reviewing events leading to 
the strike and repeating their as- 
certions that security wages paid 
on WPA projects were breaking 
down union wage scales. 

Question of Wages. 

The strike was called on the PWA 
jobs and the postoffice, all under 
union contract, because union lead- 
ers claim, no union men-have been 
hired at prevailing union wages on 
WPA work here. Works Progress 
Administration workers receive a 
“security wage” of between $55 and 
$95 a month. Under Murray’s inter-

A telegram addressed to the 
White House by R. L. Murphy, man- 
ager of the association, follows: 

“A strike of building trades me- 
chanics and laborers affiliated with 
the American’ Federation of Labor 
has completely stopped construc- 
tion by our membership on Feder- 
ally financed work in this vicinity. 
The removal of more than 2000 
workmen from 22 jobs, represent- 
ing $30,000,000 in cost, has complete- 
ly paralyzed our business.

has deferred their cases until it can 
finish the September list. 

With a force of 40 investigators, 
the St. Louis office has investigat- 
ed nearly 3000 cases.

INDICTMENT CHARGING KEEPING 
OF SLOT MACHINE DISMISSED 


Phillip Van Derhack of St. Louis 
Cleared in St. Clair County 
Circuit Court, 


An indictment charging the 
the keeping of a slot machine, filed 
last January against Phillip Van 
Derhack of St. Louis, was dis- 
missed by Circuit Judge M. V. 
Joyce in St. Clair County Circuit 


Court today. Van Derhack had 
been indicted with 26 others for 
the distribution and operation of 
pin ball games. 

Two police officers and the May- 
or of O'Fallon, IIL, testified today 
they saw Van Derhack in company 
with Walter Bowman, charged with 
distributing the machines, but that 
they never observed him handling 
any of the machines. Van Der- 
hack’s attorney tcid the court that 
he had chronic throat trouble and 
was supposed to be in the open air 
as much as possible and therefore 
rode along with Bowman.

PRIVATE UTILITY DENIED WRIT 
AGAINST CITY POWER PLANT 


In Milford (Ia.) Case, U. S. Court 
of Appeals Rejects Plea of Firm 
Without Franchise. 

The United States Court of Ap- 
peals held today that the North- 
western Light & Power Co. had no 
grounds for an injunction against 


the erection of a municipal light 
and power plant at Milford, Ia. 

The opinion, affirming a lower 
court decision, held that, since the 
municipal plant was accepted by 
the town last April “this court will 
not direct the issuance of an in- 
junction to prohibit the doing of 
things which have already been 
done.” The opinion held that the 
power company had no franchise to 
protect and, further, had no com- 
plaint as a taxpayer since the cost 
of the municipal plant was to be 
paid from earnings and not from 
taxes. 

The Northwestern Light & Power 
Co. had a contract to light Mil- 
ford’s streets until July, 1938, but 
lacked a franchise.

Runners Available for 
Olympic Distance Races

America has yet to develop any- 


thing worthy of the iabel of distance-racing stamina as a champion 
piece for her mass-production in speed. 


Whereas the United States for the | 
first time since prewar days has re- 
gained a monopoly on world rec- 
ords for human speed, up to and 


including the mile, nothing menac- 
ing has taken place in the more 
arduous art of hoofing longer dis- 
tances. 

Consequently our prospects in 
the four main Olympic tests, com- 
prising the 3000 meters _ steeple- 
chase, the 5000 and 10,000 meters 
flat runs and the classic marathon, 
are scarcely a subject for optim- 
istic consideration. 

U. S. Missed Good Chance. 

The passing of the Paavo Nurmi 
era of Finland’s foot-racing suprem- 
acy opened the way for a fresh 
batch of distance running challeng- 
ers, but the United States took little 
adavntage of opportunities. 

Poland and Argentina shared the 
laurels with Finland in the Olympic 
long runs of 1932. Japan and Ger- 
many will have strong contenders 
this year. 

Based on developments, as well as 
the views of America’s foremost 
track coaches, here’s how our dis- 
tance-running prospects appear: 

Three thousand meter steeple- 
chase—A probable point getter in 
Joe McCluskey, undisputed king of 
the obstacle runners in the United 
States, third place man in the 1932 
Olympics and getting sufficiently

Bright a “Dark Horse.” 

Five thousand meter run—A real 
“dark horse” contender in Norman 
Bright, the Sunnyvale (Cal.) school 
teacher, holder of the American 
outdoor two-mile record and equally 
as good a prospect as Ralph Hill, 
the Oregon boy who came within 
inches of beating Lauri Lehtinen 
of Finland in the 5000 meters final

They represent a new generation 
of plodders over the route of 26 
miles, 385 yards, and may spring a 
surprise or two, if they get accli- 
mated abroad. 

R. L. (Dink) Templeton, Stan- 
ford’s coach, thinks Bright “will go 
to town” in the 5000 and succeed 
where Hill failed in a brave bid to 
upset Finland’s best. 

Our~ Leading Candidates. 

Off their indoor records, Bright, 
Frank Nordell, former New York 
University star, and Ray Sears of 
Butler figure to be Uncle Sam’s 
leading candidates for the 5000 me- 
ters, unless one of the mile aces, 
perhaps Joe Mangan of Cornell, de- 
cides to switch to the longer dis- 
tance. Mangan formerly held the 
national outdoor two-mile record. 
Harold Manning, Wichita runner, 
probably will qualify as running 
mate for McCluskey in the steeple- 
chase. 

If conscientious training counts 
for anything, Pawson and Kelley, 
a pair of New England marathon 
running pals, should make a good 
showing at Berlin. Pawson has 
been doing road work most of the 
winter at his home, Pawtucket, R. 
L, often with Kelley to keep him 
company. Pawson set the Boston 
marathon record of 2:31:013-5 in 
1933.

It Is Hard Work. 
- The action is similar to wrestling 
of another day, with one wrestler 
getting a good hold and clinging to 
it while the other twists and strains 
in an effort to break the hold. 
While no punishing holds are al- 
lowed, the wrestlers are usually ex- 
hausted when a rest period comes 
and spraw!] out on the mat, breath- 
Ing hard, while waiting to resume.

GENERAL SAYS ITALY CAN PUT 
1,250,000 IN FIELD AT HOME 


Under-Secretary of War Tells 
Chamber of Deputies of 


Army Modernization. 
By the Associated Press. 


ROME, March 20.—Gen. Federico 
Baistrocchi, Under-secretary of 
War told the Chamber of Depu- 
ties in the presence of Premier 
Mussolini today that Italyl could 
put 1,250,000 soldiers in the field 
immediately for “a war of move- 
ment.” This army, he declared, 
would be in addition to the army 
now maintained by Italy in East 
Africa. 

Gen. Baistrocchi declared the 
army was being transformed and 
modernized in every way so as to 
be able to conduct rapid advance 
fighting as opposed to trench war- 
fare. 

He said infantry was being armed 
with new hand grenades, heavier 
mortars and machine guns, more 
tanks and anti-tank artillery. He 
disclosed that within the month all 
cavalry regiments would have been 
transformed into motorized units. 
New field artillery is being dis- 
tributed, he said, which is adapted 
to any terrain but particularly use- 
ful in mountain fighting.

CLARK FAVORS RECONSIDERING 
VOTE ON FLORIDA SHIP CANAL 


Opposes Project, but Says in Fair- 
ness Three Other Work Programs 
Are in Same Category. 

By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—Sen- 
ator Bennett Clark said last night 
he will oppose construction of the 
Florida ship canal but believed the 
Senate should reconsider the vote 
which killed the $12,000,000 project. 
The Senate is expected to con- 
sider today a motion by Senator 
Truman of Missouri to reconsider 
its vote rejecting the canal appro- 
priation. Truman was absent when 
the vote was taken. 

Clark said that “out of fairness” 
to Senator Fletcher (Dem.), Florida, 
whose amendment to the War De- 
partment supply bill would have 
provided for the canal and three 
other projects, the Senate should 
“sive him another whack at it,” 
since it had approved the three oth- 
ers after rejecting the Fletcher pro- 
posal. 

“My position hasn’t changed as 
far as the canal is concerned,” 
Clark said, “but it hasn’t changed 
as regards the others, either, 
They're all in the‘same category, 
and I opposed them all.” 

The other projects, rejected with 
the canal in Fletcher’s amendment 
but approved later in another, were 
the Sardis flood control reservoir 
in Mississippi, the Bluestone reser- 
voir in West Virginia and the Con- 
chas Dam in New Mexico. 


DAVID 2. WALSH, DEAN M’BAIN 
IN DEBATE ON SUPREME COURT 


Senator Defends It; Opponent Says 
Its Rules Are Product of 
Philosophies of the Judges. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 20.—Senator 
David I. Walsh (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, and Howard Lee McBain, 
dean of the graduate faculties of 
Columbia University, engaged in a 
broadcast debate last night on the 
power of the Supreme Court. 

Walsh said the Court was set up 
by the Constitution to protect the 
states from seizure by the Federal 
Government of their reserved 
rights. He said without it there 
would be chaos in legal procedure. 
The Court, he declared, provides 
a necessary check on the executive 
and Congress to keep them from 
putting into effect laws that would 
violate the inalienable rights of the 
people. 

McBain said there could be no 
criticism of the Court’s personnel 
but that any fair-minded person 
must admit the rules governing 
the Court's action come chiefly out 
of the political, social and economic 
Philosophies of the Judges them- 
selves. 

He said, “I cannot believe that 
Congress is an enemy of the Con- 
stitution, ready and eager to tear 
it into bits, but for the Supreme 
Court. I cannot believe that Con- 
gress is an enemy of individual 
liberties, anxious to put us all in a 
straitjacket of bureaucratic dic- 
tatorships.” 


HEADS OF SIX EASTERN ROADS 
CONFER ON |. C. C. RATE ORDER 


Undecided on “Plan of Action But it 
Is Expected They Will Seek 
Compromise. 

NEW YORK, March 20. — The 
heads of six large Eastern railroads 
conferred yesterday in their course 
in opposing the passenger rate cuts 
ordered by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. No plan of action, 

was agreed on, however. 
Spokesmen declared their inabil- 
ity to agree did not mean they 
would permit the new low rates to 
go into effect June 2 without pro- 
test.

PROGRESS OF WPA 
INQUIRY PROPOSAL 


Forces Committee Chair- 
man to Withdraw Favor- 
able Report—Adds Two 
Stalwarts to Group. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 20:—Sen- 
ate Administration leaders forced 
back to committee today the Davis 
resolution for an investigation of 
WPA for reconsideration after add- 
ing two Democratic stalwarts to va- 
cancies on the expenditures com- 
mittee which yesterday approved 
the inquiry plan. 

The Expenditures Comm it tee, 
headed py Senator Lewis (Dem.), 
Illinois, approved the _ resolution 
yesterday, 4 to 0. Besides Lewis, 


those favoring were Davis (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, the author of the 
resolution; Van Nuys (Dem.), In- 
diana, and Hastings (Rep.), Dela- 
ware. The latter voted by proxy. 

After Senator Robinson, the.Dem- 
ocratic leader, filled the two va- 
cancies on the committee today by 
adding Senators Pittman (Dem.), 
Nevada, and Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, Lewis filed the committee 
report. 

Robinson went to Lewis’ desk in 
an obviously angry mood and made 
what appeared to be a vehement 
protest. Lewis went to the Vice- 
President’s desk and withdrew the 
report. A few minutes later he 
arose and announced that, in view 
of the additions to the committee 
membership he would withdraw the 
report and seek consideration again 
by the committee. This is a most 
unusual: procedure 

Lewis told reporters he would 
present the report later after show- 
ing it to the two new members. He 
said it would not‘ have to be re- 
considered at a formal session of 
the committee and predicted the 
resolution would be adopted by the 
Senate. 

It was thought. the’ resolution 
would be redrafted, to eliminate 
some of the “whereases,” one of 
which declares the WPA is “sur- 
rounded by an air cf mystery and 
secrecy.” 

Senator Davis, in a letter today 
to Harry L. Hopkins, the WPA 
Administrator, proposed creation 
of a-non-partisan citizens’ commit- 
tee in every unit where WPA work- 
ers are employed, to pass on ap- 
pointments. 

Davis called statements by Hop- 
kins that WPA workers shall not 
solicit party contributions “a step 
in the right direction” but added: 
“Statements of this sort are not 
sufficient to insure the desired re- 
sults. ...“I can cite example after 
example of wicked practice such 
as is found in the case of a Re- 
publican WPA supervisor, with a 
wife and seven children dependent 
on him, replaced by a Democrat 
with but two persons dependent on 
him for no reason other than par- 
tisan issues. These are not iso- 
lated cases. Situations of this kind 
prevail all over the country.”

W. S. Gifford Says Em- 


ployes Were ‘Overzeal- 
ous’ in Efforts to Protect 
Property, Get Revenue. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON March 20. — 
“Overzealous” efforts of employes 
are blamed by officers of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. for conditions which led to a 
request for a Justice Department 
investigation of use of the utility’s 
facilities by gamblers. The com- 
munications commission made the 
request, basing its action on testi- 
mony developed so far in its in- 
quiry into activities of the holding 
company for the Bell Telephone 
System and its subsidiaries. 


Walter S. Gifford, A. T. & T. 
president, on the witness stand yes- 
terday afternoon testified he had 
been “unaware of this type of 
business.” He referred to evidence 
concerning such actions as these: 
Reinstallation of teletypewriter 
equipment for a man convicted of 
gambling; fruitless protests of Mi- 
ami, Fla., authorities against pro- 
viding wires for racing news ser- 
vice; assistance by a company at- 
torney in preparing the defense for 
an operator of an alleged gambling 
establishment. 


Difficulties of Deciding. 

“We certainly don’t want to deal 
with people who are breaking the 
law—whether it is race horses or 
anything else,” Gifford asserted. 

“I think the evidence here has 


merely shown that our employes 
were overzealous in their efforts to 
get revenue and protect the com- 
pany’s property.” 

He emphasized the difficulties of 
deciding “which applicants for ser- 
vice should have it and which 
shouldn’t” and said the company 
“cannot discriminate” between cus- 
tomers. 

The company, he continued, would 
like to formulate some rule to pre- 
vent illegal use of its equipment 
“without having to organize a spy 
or an espionage system.” 

C. M. Bracelen, vice-president and 
general counsel of A. T. & T., ap- 
praised the evidence as showing 
that “hard-working and loyal em- 
ployes” had “gone much too far” 
in their “zeal to protect the com- 
pany’s interests as they saw them.” 


No. Skeletons to Hide. 
Samuel Becker, special counsel, 
concluded his examination of this 
phase of A. T, & T. activities with 
the introduction of new evidence 
to support his contention that the 


telephone company is serving “gam- 
blers and pool room _ operators” 
through the wire facilities for rac- 
ing news services, | 

The hearing was recessed until 
Tuesday after Becker had pictured 
the work of company agents in con- 
nection with raids on gambling 
houses in 12 cities, particularly em- 
phasizing their efforts to recover 
telephone equipment seized by 
police. 


Becker read to Gifford from an 
article he had written for a mag- 
azine stating that the company had 
“no objection to investigations by 
public bodies at any time—we have 
no skeletons to hide.” 

The special counsel asked whether 
Gifford still thought this true, and 
Gifford answered: “Yes—I wouldn't 
call this a skeleton.”

FLAT TAX PROPOSED ON FIRMS 
WHOSE DIVIDENDS ARE LIMITED 


House Sub-Committee Tentatively 
Agrées on 22% Pct. Levy on 
Their Net Income, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 20. — A 
House Ways and Means sub-com- 
mittee decided tentatively today to 
apply a flat 22% per cent tax on the 


net income of corporations that are 
limited in the payment of divi- 
dends “by reason of state and Fed- 
eral or contractural strictures.” 

Corporations in this category 
would not be subject to the pro- 
posed new levy on undistributed 
corporate profits. President Roose- 
velt had suggested that present cor- 
poration income taxes be repealed 
and supplanted by levies on undis- 
tributed earnings and a tax on div- 
idends. 

Chairman Samuel B. Hill (Dem.), 
Washington, said the rate was not 
conclusive, but was decided on to 
provide a “working basis.” Details 
still remain to be worked out, he 
said, 


CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION SENDS 
COMPLAINT ABOUT ARMY, NAVY 


Asks Roosevelt to Order “Them to 
Refrain From Any “Political 
Propaganda.” 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The 
American Civil Liberties Union 
asked President Roosevelt yester- 
day to order the army and navy 
to refrain from any form of “po- 
litical propaganda.” 

In a letter to the President, the 
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union listed as objectionable a 
memorandum which it said was is- 
sued by the naval intelligence sec- 
tion several months ago describing 
several liberal groups as “commun- 
istic-aiding.” The union also men- 
tioned an “investigation of pacifist, 
progressive and other organiza- 
tions” which it said had been un- 
dertaken by the army and navy. 


CANADIAN-U. S. TRADE TREATY 


Passes Through Committees State in 
House of Commons. 

OTTAWA, March 20.—The Cana- 
dian-United States trade treaty 
passed through committee state in 
the House of Commons yesterday, 
leaving only one more step before 
it has the full force of law. 

The last article in the treaty 
passed through committee stage 
after all tariff changes had been 
ratified. Altogether there were 
about 225 specific tariff changes 
in addition to the full range of the 
intermediate rates.

Pietro Badoglio reported today 
Italian aerial activities in East 
Africa, including the destruction of 
an Ethiopian plane. His come- 
munique said: 

“Normal avfation activity on the 


Eritrean front. An Ethiopian plane 
was sighted landing on a field at 
Dabat, in northeast Gondar, and 
was destroyed by our planes. 

“On the Somaliland front, two 
of our planes made a reconnais- 
sance flight over the territory 
north of Neghelli, along the route 
to Addis Ababa, bombing Ghebl 
and important deposits at the 
supply center of Goba.” 

The Italian communique made no 
mention of the report in Addis Aba- 
ba yesteraay that a desperate. battle 
was being fought near Amba Alaji, 
46 miles south of Makale. 

The Addis apaba report had it 
that Emperor Haile Selassie was 
personally directing Ethiopian op- 
erations, including a series of coune- 
ter-attacks against an LItalian ate 
tempt to advance toward Lake 
Ashangi, 25 miles farther south.

Father Tim and Matt Talbot. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial on Father Tim and 

Matt Talbot was a little gem. Now, 
Father Tim, I hazard (at the risk of be- 
ing slapped down), knows little or noth- 
ing about Marxian dialectics or about 
the Spenglerian cycles; but he does know, 
I am sure, a great deal about that lonely, 
mysterious and soul-hungry wayfarer to 
eternity whom we call the individual 
man. And with the swift intuition and 
the age-long conviction of his race and 
out of the clarity of his faith, he knows, 
too, the basic cause of and the only cure 
for this malady of human unrest. Else 
why, instead of hiring Joe Jones to paint 
a defiant mural, does he put up this 
statue of a lumber-yard laborer for his 
shuffling soup-liners to gaze at? 

Who knows? It may well be that Matt 
Talbot, the obscure Dublin ascetic and 
the antithesis to all the Stakhanovites of 
Stalin and of Ford, may yet become more 
than a symbol and a name; it may well 
be that, like Joan of Arc, Francis of As- 
sisi and the Little Flower, he may be- 
come a force to ruffle, lift and loft the 
souls of millions of the proletariat yet 
unborn. But we deal here with dynamic 
imponderables in the realm of the spirit- 
ual; we speak of the cult of the saints 
and of the sacredness of personality— 
realities utterly inconceivable by the mole 
mind that views humanity en masse 
through the lens of Communism. 

To go back to Father Tim. He is, we 
fancy, not without some pride in the 
fact that his heroic lumber-yard saint is 
an Irishman, a Celt. As for the unem- 
ployed Celt in his bread lines, Father Tim 
probably feels little or no Hearstian con- 
cern, for anyone who knows anything 
about the Celt, about his history and his 
literature, will be hard put to it to pic- 
ture that race going over in any great 
numbers to the Soviet phalanx or being 
satisfied with any Moscow-planned para- 
dise—much less with only two chickens 
in the pot. 

No, Father Tim, I feel, has made his 
little gesture in the only direction con- 
sistent with his Christian and his Celtic 
outlook; he has put up there, for his men 
to file by, no prostrate figure of a Lenin 
in a sealed and cellophane tomb, no Joe 
Jones dehumanized robot, but a figure, 
humble and yet aspiring—the statue of a 
man who in the ruck and tear of toil 
found the answer to this life and to all 
its longing and unrest in the only way 
it ever can be found—namely, in the light 
of the infinite life to come.

WHAT NEXT IN EUROPE? 

The League of Nations Council, acting on a pro- 
test by France and Belgium, has condemned Ger- 
many for its violation of treaties in the reoccupa- 
tion of the demilitarized Rhineland, contrary to the 
Versailles and Locarno covenants. This raises the 
question of what action will follow. 

Last Oct. 7, the League Council similarly con- 
demned Italy for violation of treaties and for ag- 
gression in the attack upon Ethiopia. This was fol- 
lowed by a vote in the League Assembly on Oct. ILI, 
in which 61 of the 54 countries represented con- 
curred in the Council’s condemnation. Imposition 
of sanctions came soon thereafter, consisting of an 
embargo on arms, cutting off of credits and 4 
curb on trade with Italy. Will the League now take 
similar action against Germany? 

On the other hand, the League Council last April 
17 voted to condemn Germany for repudiating the 
armament restrictions of the Versailles Treaty. Ger- 
many had “failed in the duty which lies upon all 
members of the international community to respect 
their contractual obligations,” the resolution read. 
No further action followed, save an effort to estab- 
lish a “united front” against Germany, which was 
soon broken when the British signed a naval agree- 
ment with Hitler. Are similar results to follow the 
present vote of censure? 

It is quite unlikely that sanctions against Germany 
will be attempted, in view of the difficulties en- 
countered in imposing them on Italy, and the impos- 
sibility of boycotting two major Powers simul- 
taneously. Neither is it probable that the Rhine- 
land occupation will be accepted so complacently as 
was German rearmament, in view of the present dras- 
tic French demands. What confronts. the Powers 
now is not only a violation of the Versailles Treaty, 
which might cause less huspense, but the end of the 
Locarno system. The wholly different background 
and purpose of the pacts explains why this is so. 
The Versailles Treaty was imposed upon Germany 
by the victorious Allies; the Locarno treaties were 
largely of her own seeking. She signed the first 
with a pistol at her head; the second freely, with 
a sense of vindication and hope, The spirit of 
Versailles was revenge; that of Locarno, conciliation. 
The German delegates of Versailles were browbeat- 
en and ostracized; those at Locarno were accepted 
as equals,. When the treaties and peace machinery 
produced at Locarno became known, the world re- 
joiced in-the hope that at last an end of strife had 
been reached. Now, when the Locarno treaties are 
denounced, even though accompanied by an offer of 
new pacts, consternation displaces the former hope- 
fulness. 

Perhaps the best way to distinguish between the 
treaties is to quote what the Germans themselves 
thought about them after their signing. Said the 
Berlin Vorwaerts in June, 1919: 

Extortionate pressure renders signature of the 

peace treaty worthless. We must never forget 
it is only a scrap of paper. Treaties based on 
violence can keep their validity only so long as 
force exists. Do not lose hope.. The resurrec- 
tion day comes. 
Events have borne out the truth of this bitter 
statement. But a different sentiment was expressed 
in October, 1925, when, after the signing of the 
Locarno treaties, the Vossische Zeitung of Berlin 
said: , 

Locarno is not the beginning or the end, but a 
milestone on the road which is bound to lead to 
a closer fusion of the European states and to 
eradicate the evils of the past. Germany’s de- 
mands not only serve to liberate German terri- 
tory but to establish genuine peace, which fact 
was realized by our former enemies. The Locarno 
covenant ends an era of sanctions and occupa- 
tions. . . . 

With Locarno at an end, a substitute must be 
found. Will it be a ring of force around Germany? 
This might postpone but it could not avert the 
day of reckoning, and a terrible day of reckoning 
it would be after a few years of frantic arms con- 
struction. 

British spokesmen give every indication of realizing 
this danger. Their efforts now are being directed 
toward new negotiations with Germany and a gen- 
eral reorganization of Europe’s peace structure, It 
will be Britain’s task to restrain the French, with 
their contention that Germany’s signature can never 
again be trusted and that drastic steps must be 
taken. Hitler’s brusque actions undoubtedly lend 
a certain validity to the French charges, but Ger- 
many -can cite in return the failure of her neighbors 
to keep their own promises to reduce armaments. 
Even with new non-aggression agreements, there 
is little in the present situation to encourage hope 
for arms limitation. Every indication is that, what- 
ever the course of negotiations, Europe will remain 
an armed camp. 
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AN IMPORTANT PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT. 


The long-talked-of diversion of Cahokia Creek from 
its winding course through Bast St. Louis’ “front 
yard” has been completed at last. Thanks to a new 
sanitary canal built with a PWA grant and loan of 
$2,632,000, the unattractive waters of the drainage 
creek now flow directly west from the stockyards 
area to empty into the Mississippi nearly two miles 
above the old confluence near the Municipal Bridge. 
An important improvement in itself, this diversion is 
also important as the first step toward other im- 
provements. The removal of the dangerous Broad- 
way viaduct over the old creek bed between down- 
town East St. Louis and Bads Bridge and the estab- 
lishment of an adequate system for the drainage 
of the populous Lansdowne-Washington Park-Fair- 
mont City area should follow with all possible speed.

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MR. COCHRAN LAYS ABOUT HIM. 

It was St. Patrick’s day in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, a perfect occasion for Congressman Coch- 
ran of St. Louis to wield his shillalah. When he 
got done, the bruised and battered body of another 
private claims bill lay dead on the floor. Except 
for the brief interposition of Congressman Blanton 
of Texas, it was a one-man show and it saved the 
taxpayers nearly $2,000,000, a sum sufficient to pay 
Mr. Cochran’s salary as a Congressman for 200 years. 

In this private claims bill was a hoary collection 
of demands for money from the Treasury, ranging 
from one. based on alleged damage done by Union 
troops during the Civil War to a church at German- 
town, Mo., to the plaint of a garbage contractor that 
a certain camp during the World War did not fur- 
nish enough garbage to fatten his little pigs. Every 
one of the claims had previously been denied, for 
want of merit, for operation of the statute of limita- 
tions and other causes. 

But, as we pointed out recently, under a rule 
adopted shortly after Congressman O’Connor of New 
York took over the chairmanship of the Rules Com- 
mittee, a private claim that has been rejected may 
go back to committee and be included in an omnibus 
bill. It is a racket, no less, by which the familiar 
old log-rolling or back-scratching method is relied 
upon to obtain passage of the Dill. 

One of the most spectacular of these claims was 
one for more than a million dollars presented by 
A. 8. Postnikoff, who said it represented his loss 
on the sale of shoes to White Russians in 1919. 
Postnikoff admitted he had no legal claim upon 
the Government, and his demand had previously 
been denied by the State Department and the 
Comptroller-General, but Congress generously voted 
him $900,000. The bill was vetoed by the President, 
and the same House which, a few days before, had 
voted to enrich Postnikoff, sustained the veto by a 
vote of 332 to 4. 

Mr. Cochran is following the effective strategy of* 
analyzing the omnibus é@laims bills and reducing 
them to their naked absurdity. He is doing the 
country a valuable service, 
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HIRING THE BEST OF HELP. 

The special Senate Economy Committee, appoint- 
ed under a resolution sponsored by Senator Byrd of 
Virginia, has acted wisely in engaging the Brookings 
Institution of Washington, D. C., to make a survey 
of overlapping agencies in the Federal Government. 
With a record of work behind it that is both scien- 
tific achievement and public service, the Brookings 
Institution is precisely the sort of organization to do 
the fact-finding which is essential in Senator Byrd’s 
campaign to eliminate “useless agencies” that do little 
more than eat up tax funds. The job which the com- 
mittee has cut out for itself calls for willingness to 
place much-needed economy above political consider- 
ations. That difficult discipline will be made much 
easier if the committee can start with a set of rec- 
ommendations based on the nori-political and disin- 
terested findings of an agency like the Brookings 
Institution. 

The movement for governmental reorganization in 
behalf of economy and efficiency has gone forward 
among the states in recent years. Now that the 
Byrd committee is attacking the problem on a na- 
tional front, it is to be hoped that supporters of the 
movement in Missouri will renew their campaign. 
One of the acts of the next session of the Legislature 
should be the authorization of an adequate study of 
the structure of State government in Missouri. 
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ADVICE TO FUTURE VETERANS. 

Those Princeton undergraduates who are slated to 
die in the far-off swamps of Patagonia, assuming 
Patagonia has swamps, or wherever future conflicts 
are to take our boys, believe in seizing time by the 
forelock. They have formed a society Known as the 
Veterans of Future Wars and are demanding a 
$1000 bonus. Theoretically, this bonus is not due 
until June 1, 1965, but the future veterans are in- 
sisting it be paid now, with, of course, compound in- 
terest from June 1, 1965, backward to June 1, 1936. 
They argue that such payment will lift the country 
out of the depression and enable the beneficiaries to 
enjoy the money before being slain in a future war. 
Except for the novel feature that the wars for 
which the young men are to be compensated have 
not yet been fought, all this is in the accepted vet- 
eran tradition. But is a bonus all they want? What 
about cheap Government life insurance, vocational 
training, allowances for pre-war disabilities, prefer- 
ential treatment in civil service examinations, free 
hospitalization and other rewards for their hypo- 
thetical heroism? Better still, the Princetonians 
might demand from Congress a general pre-service 
pension, so they can live without working until they 
are called for future wars. 

It is evident that the Veterans of Future Wars 
needs a competent lobbyist.

of a national election, the present session 

of Congress has been extraordinarily 
quiet. To be sure, there remains to be de- 
bated a huge, in some ways a radically 
novel, tax bill, and the appropriation for re- 
lief. But Congress has already dealt with 
three matters that are potentially more ex- 
plosive than either of them. There was the 
bonus. There was the neutrality bill. There 
was the immensely significant substitute for 
AAA. None has produced excitement com- 
parable to that which attended every im- 
portant measure in the session a year ago. 

It is rather interesting to speculate on 
why the political temperature is now so 
much lower than it was then. Part of the 
explanation, undoubtedly, is that the recov- 
ery is now substantial and, in the public 
mind at least, assured. Among the great 
majority, this always means a growing in- 
difference to politics, a very human prefer- 
ence for thinking about concrete private in- 
terests rather than about abstract public 
interests. 

But this disposition to pay less attention 
to Washington, to look upon politics as a 
game rather than as a battle, as a play of 
personalities rather than as a historic 
drama, has been greatly encouraged by the 
fact that so many of the fighting issues of 
the New Deal have been abandoned, dis- 
missed, diluted or settled. 
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There was the great controversy over the 
gold standard. Nobody is now propogimg to 
go back to the former gold content. Nobody 
is now thinking about reducing the present 
gold content. As for stabilization, it is 
now realized that the dollar is as stabilized 
as it can be until England is willing to 
stabilize internationally. So there is no pres- 
ent issue here to fight about. 

There were the NRA and AAA, the two 
great experiments in collectivism and 
planned economy. Both have been stopped 
by the court. Almost no one has wished to 
revive the NRA. As for the AAA, it has 
been replaced by a measure that the New 
Dealers much prefer, a measure, believe it 
or not, founded on principles that both Mr. 
Landon and Mr. Hoover have espoused. 

Then there is the spending program and 
the balancing of the budget. This remains 
a serious problem for some time to come. 
But speaking politically, the situation is now 
perfectly non-partisan. In principle, both 
parties believe the budget.should be bal- 
anced by retrenchment and taxes. But 
neither is willing to sponsor taxes that 
would make the voters insist on retrench- 
ment; neither wants to retrench too sharply. 
The restoration of normal Government fi- 
nance may require a long struggle. But it 
will not be a struggle between the two par- 
ties. It will be fought across party lines. 

The men who are responsible for taking 
the excitement out of Washington are, in 
the first instance, the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, and then, the bitter persistent 
critics of the New Deal. The beneficiary is 
Mr. Roosevelt. In fact, it may be said that 
Mr. Roosevelt owes a debt of gratitude to 
the court and to his critics which he will 
never be able to repay. 

They have saved him from the unending 
grief that was waiting for him if he had 
had to try to make NRA work, grief so 
great that Mr. Hoover’s troubles with the 
enforcement of prohibition would have 
seemed like child's play. They put Mr.

Roosevelt back, if you please, to the horse- 
and-buggy days, but Mr. Roosevelt can man- 
age a horse and buggy better than he could 
have managed that infinitely complicated 
contraption. 

They have probably saved him from him- 
self and from his most important advisers. 
For they have stopped him from taking a 
line which he seemed quite determined to 
take, a line which was visibly wrecking his 
administration, and, if pursued to the end, 
would have thrown the country into a state 
of excited confusion. 
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Mr. Roosevelt and some of his advisers 
have given much evidence that at frequent 
intervals they suffered from the delusion 
that the great emergency powers granted to 
the President in the crisis of 1983 were to 
be used for imposing a new economic order 
on the country. There was to be no real 
investigation, there was to be virtually no 
debate, there was to be practically no think- 
ing on the subject. One grand project after 
another was to be improvised, a law was 
to be drafted giving someone “authority” to 
do almost anything he saw fit to do, and 
then the thing was to be set up in a few 
weeks on the theory that it had something 
to do with the bank panic of 1933. 

The state of mind which made that sort 
of thing possible was also the state of mind, 
had it persisted, that would have made this 
session of Congress a roaring row. But 
what happened was that the court stripped 
the administration of so many of its new 
powers that it became useless to consider 
extending therA in a new series of projects. 
It was even useless to consider asking the 
people to amend the Constitution to recover 
these powers, for it was evident that no 
such amendment had the faintest chance of 
being ratified at the present time. 

The effect made by the critics has been 
much greater than Mr. Roosevelt's spokes- 
men will ever admit. The real measure 
of their effect is to be found in the projects 
that were seriously considered, or would 
have been, but were dropped in order not to 
stir up the opposition any more. The critics 
have caused the Brain Trust, if this meta- 
phor is not too mixed, to practice birth con- 
trol.

The point, it seems to me, is not whether 
the particular reforms were good or bad. On 
that, there will be many differences of opin- 
ion, my own opinion being, for example, that 
NRA was practically all bad, that many of 
the others are good or can be made good 
with amendments and good administration. 
But the vital consideration all along has 
been that when, on the pretext of an emer- 
gency, Many comprehensive reforms are im- 
provised and put through without debate 
or real public understanding, the democratic 
process is defeated.

EAST ST. LOUIS AT LAST 
RID OF CAHOKIA GREEK 


Diversion Canal Opened to 
Abolish Foul-Smelling 


Stream. 


Bast St. Louis is at last rid of 
ite foul-emelling Cahokia Creek, an 
open sewer that bothered East 5t. 
Louisans as much as the River des 
Peres used to annoy St. Louisans. 

The creek has been diverted and 
by the time summer comes the four 
miles of meandering creek bed that 
runs through the railroad yards and 
factory sites at the city’s “front 
door” will be just a dry gulch, later 
to be filled in. 

The diversion has been brought 
about by the building of the Ca- 
hokia Creek Diversion Canal which, 
although not yet entirely complet- 
ed, was opened last week. It was 
built with a $2,632,000 PWA loan 
and grant of which $1,825,000 con- 
stitutes the loan, backed by bonds 
issued by the East Side Levee 
Board. 

Under Consideration Since 1903. 

It was the biggest undertaking in 
the history of the Levee Board and 
was the job which East St. Louis- 
ans and residents of the suburbs 
in St. Clair and Madison counties 
wanted most to be done. The canal 
had been under discussion ever 
since the Mississippi River flood of 
1903 when the river backed up into 
the creek and flooded the surround- 
ing country. The formation of the 
Levee Board was the outcome of 
these first discussions. 

The Board was created by a law 
passed by the Illinois Legislature 
in 1907. In subsequent years sever- 
al hydraulic engineers offered plans 
for the construction of the canal 
but they never materialized. In 
1920 discussions got to the point 
where it. was announced that the 
canal would be built at a cost of 
$4,000,000, but work never began. 

In the meantime Cahokia Creek 
kept flowing along underneath rail- 
road trestles and past the stock- 
yards, entering the Mississippi right 
by the Municipal Bridge. Relatively 
harmless when high, the creek was 
stagnant, unsanitary, and stench- 
raising when low. 

Course of Canal. 

The canal breake into the creek 
where it flows through National 
City and carries the water and 
sewage for two miles, emptying in- 
to the Mississippi River at Winter 
street, East St. Louis, a point about 
a mile and three-quarters north of 
the entry of Cahokia Creek.

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URGES DIRECT 
RELIEF AS WAY 
T0 AID JOBLESS 


Frank J. Bruno of Wash- 
ington U. Says Work Pro- 
gram of Sufficient Size 
Would Cost Too Much. 


Direct relief, and not public 
works, should be the first line of 


defense in dealing with widespread 
unemployment, Frank J. Bruno, di- 
rector of the George Warren Brown 
Department of 4 Social Work of 
Washington University, told mem- 
bers of the family and child welfare 
department of the Community Coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon at Bishop 
Tuttle Memorial. 

Bruno -urged the creation of per- 
manent State and municipal public 
welfare departments, pointing out 
that for nearly six years unemploy- 
ment relief had been administered 
on an emergency hand-to-mouth 
basis. 

Whether responsibility for the 
destitute is assumed by the Federal, 
State or local governments, Bruno 
said, the first step should be to or- 
ganize a relief administration 
equipped to deal with the problem 
in a humane manner. 

“If, in addition, it is possible to 
organize a program of _ public 
works,” he said, “so much the bet- 
ter. But the cost of a work pro- 
gram, if it should be designed to 
take care of a major part of those 
in need, is prohibitive.” 

Position of U. 8S. Government. 

Social workers were 
Bruno said, that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should be “back in the 
picture,” aiding states and local 
communities with funds for direct 
relief. States and local communi- 
ties are not financially able to cope 
with the problem, he said, and it 
would not be socially wise for them 
to attempt it. Unemployment, he 
said, is a national problem, and the 
Federal Government has access to 
sources of revenue not available to 
the states and local communities. 

A resolution urging the executive 
board of the Community Council 
to draft a plan for organization of 
permanent public departments to 
administer relief was offered at 
Bruno’s suggestion. Ultimately, it 
was passed, but before that was 
done Louis D. Steiner, president of 
the Jewish Social Service Bureau, 
arose to protest that the relief sit- 
uation called for some drastic, im- 
mediate action. 

Bruno, Steiner said, had been re- 
hashing a lot of statistics already 
known to those present and the 
talk was all about generalities. If 
the meeting was to accomplish any- 
thing helpful, he suggested, it ought 
to do something besides pass reso- 
lutions and appoint committees. 

Demands Action Now. 

What, Steiner demanded, was to 
be done about the 14,000 families 
who would be on relief in St. Louis 
next month, when the State relief 
appropriation will be exhausted? 
Here was a dire emergency, less 
than two weeks away, and nothing 
was being done about it, he said. 

“We ought to have a definite 
program and get out and campaign 
for public support,” Steiner said. 
“Let’s cease talking about gener- 
alities, and get down to facts.” 

The outcome -of this interruption 
was that a committee was appoint- 
ed to draft a resolution, addressed 
to the executive board of the Com- 
munity Council. 

“The family and child welfare de- 
partment of the Community Coun- 
cil,” the resolution read, “urges that 
the executive board of the Commu- 
nity Council immediately present to 
the Governor of Missouri and the 
Mayor of the City of St. Louis, the 
desperate condition facing the peo- 
ple of the community due to the 
imminent stoppage of State relief 


To Go Before Board. 


Some time next week the resolu- 
tion will be submitted at a meeting 
of the Community Council’s execu- 
tive board. 

W. C. Connett, chairman of the 
St. Louis Relief Committee, said he 
was not yet convinced that the com- 
mittee would be unable to get ad- 
ditional money. Connett, and others 
familiar with the problem here, 
have repeatedly urged Gov. Park 
to call a special session of the Leg- 
islature to appropriate more money 
for relief. He was called upon for 
comment on Bruno's suggestion 
that permanent public relief de- 
partments be set up. 

“IT am not yet convinced,” Con- 
nett said, “that the Governor is go- 
ing to wreck the organization we 
have now. He doesn’t want to cal! 
a special session of the Legislature 
because he thinks it would have to 
take up old age pensions along with 
relief. He may have to do that. I 
hope we can maintain the organi- 
zation as it now exists, but I don’t 
know what’s going to happen.” 

After April 1, Bruno said, there 
will be 14,000 families on the. relier 
rolis in St. Louis, and the only 
money regularly available to as- 
sist them will be the city’s month- 
ly appropriation of $147,000 from 
relief bond issue funds. This will 
make possible a monthly allotment 
of about $9 to each family. 

The staff of relief workers, he 
said, will have to be cut so that 
one social worker will have 300 or 
400 cases under supervision, instead 
of about 100, as at present. In the 
“intake” department, he said, the 
staff of 60 will be cut to 15, and 
applications for relief are being 
considered at the rate of about 350 
a day. 

“What's. going to happen?” he 
asked. “Some folks say that we are 
going to have riots. We used to 
talk glibly about the prospects of 


agreed, |. 


pression, and there have been some, 
but small groups engineered them, 
and small minorities participated in 
them. 


The Major Price. 


“We may have riots, but the ma- 
jor price we will pay will be the 
manhood we have destroyed. The 
fact is that tramping the streets for 
days without end looking for a job 
when nobody will hire him kills the 
spirit of a man, takes all the fight 


out of him. That is what makes 


‘unemployables,’ that is what makes 
permanent dependents.” 

Bruno said a “monstrous quota” 
of those now unemployed will nev- 
er be able to find jobs again. A few 
years ago, he said, industry was 
particular to give jobs, when they 
were available, to experienced for- 
mer employes, and the graduates 
of high schools and colleges, unable 
to find work, were regarded as a 
“lost generation.” 

Situation Reversed. 

Now that situation is reversed, 
he said. Employers, he said, are 
“blackballing” the men who have 
been on relief as completely as if 


‘they had passed a formal resolu- 


tion. They feel, he said, that thoge 
on the relief rolls, dealt with on a 
“niggardly” basis, have lost their 
capacity to work. Schools, he said, 
cannot turn out graduates fast 
enough now to fill the jobs that 
industry has available for them, 
but not for those who have been 
on relief. 

The attempt to classify those on 
relief as “employables” and “unem- 
ployables,” Bruno said, was a 
“shastly mistake.” A study of rec- 
ords of the St. Louis Relief Ad- 
ministration, he added, showed that 
only six or seven per cent of those 
applying for relief were true “un- 
employables.” 

It was on the theory that the 
Works Progress Administration 
would provide jobs for “employa-

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NORMAL PEACH CROP FORECAST 
IN SOUTHERN TIP OF ILLINOIS 


Illinois will have to look to the 
southermost tip of “Little Egypt” 
for its peach crop this year and 
the apple crop will be light all over 
the State; according to 8S. C. Chand- 
ler, Carbondale, assistant state en- 
tomologist. Chandler spoke on the 
fruit crop outlook before a tri-coun- 
ty meeting of fruit growers from 
Saline, Williamson and Johnson 
county at Creal Springs. 

The peach crop will be about 
normal south of Norris City, he 
said, and is ruined above Norris 
City. He said the apple .crop is 
badly damaged by leaf fungus 
which existed last summer, and 
other diseases and insects.

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ST. LOUIS POLICE INTER-CITY 
RADIO LICENSE IS EXTENDED 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—The 
St. Louis police department has 
been notified that the special li- 
cense for the experimental opera- 
tion of station KGPC, the inter-city 
police radio, has been extended for 
three months, it was said at the 


Federal Communications Commis- 
sion office today. 

There have been persistent 
rumors that outside opposition was 
responsible for delay in obtaining 
the extension. This was denied to- 
day by a Communications Commis- 
sion official. The commission, it 
was said, is experiencing great dif- 
ficulty in working out frequencies 
for the inter-city police network 
urged by the Department of Jus- 
tice. To find sufficient channels it 


is necessary to encroach on chan- 
nels already assigned to various in- 
terests experimenting with tele 
vision. 

This, it was said at the commis 
sion office, has drawn the opposi- 
tion of the sponsors of television. 
Several large radio manufacturing 
companies are included in the group 
working to inake television practi- 
cal. This was the only opposition 
to the extension of the inter-city li- 
cense, it was said. 

The three months’ extension was 
granted pending efforts to assign 
permanent frequencies to police in- 
ter-city radio systems. Other chan- 
nels for television experiments are 
being sought.

Cottage cheese claims a noble 
lineage that goes back as far as 
Shakespeare's time. The origin is 
not known though someone may 
have accidentally placed a jar of 
soured milk near the hearth and 
have found the compact mass of 
clabber very good eating. 

Takes Name From Locality. 

At any rate, cheese has always 
taken its name from the locality in 
which it was made and it is very 
easy to see that cheese made in a 
cottage should be called “cottage 
cheese.” 

This clabber cheese is made by 
practically every nation in the 
world. The Germans call _ it 
“Schmier kaese” because it may be 
spread. The English call it clab- 
ber and other nations call it Dutch 
cheese and Pot cheese. No matter 
what you call it it is still cottage 
cheese and as such is the basis 
of a number of delicious dishes.

TRY SPRING FASHION 
FOR MEAT COURSE 


The Addition of Fruit in Some 
Form Adds to the Success 
of ‘Meal. 


os" 


There’s no pastime so refreshing 
to the feminine world as leafing 
through the spring fashion numbers 
in the magazines. Here we learn 
the angle at which this spring’s hat 
must be worn; that crisp flowers 
worn at the neck or in the hair 
are “in fashion,” and so on with- 
out limit. Why not use a little of 
this psychology of fresh spring 
ideas on the food that goes onto 
our table? Let’s dress up our food 
with new arrangements, crisp new 
garnishes, colorful combinations of 
spring vegetables and meats, cas- 
seroles combining two or three col- 
ors in vegetables. 

Change Meat Courses. 

Look at the meat course for ex- 
ample. Instead of serving the 
breaded veal chops with the usual 
tomato sauce or cream gravy, ar- 
range them on your large glass 
chop plate with several stalks of 
fresh-cooked garden asparagus run 
through pimento rings. 

Garnish the spring leg of lamb 
with pear halves drenched in fresh 
mint sauce and topped with crisp 
sprigs of mint. 

Serve a whole head of cauliflow- 
er in the center of a chop plate or 
platter, pour cheese sauce over all 
and surround with grilled plain or 
Canadian bacon. Doesn’t that sound 
like a spring supper? 

For your spring version of corned 
beef and cabbage, use a can of 
ready-prepared corn beef—steam it 
and slice it over a platter of deli- 
cately green spring cabbage, 
cooked no longer than 8 to 9 min- 
utes. 

Green garden spinach tastes sim- 
ply perfect with roast breast of 
veal or with a State Delite sim- 
mered down in water to cover. 
Chop the spinach rather coarsely 
after it is cooked, season with a 
bit of mustard and heap in small 
mounds to be topped with some 
sieved egg yolk. 

Fruit to Platter. 

Fruit combines with meat dishes 
to make most appetizing spring 
platters. Spiced rhubarb served with 
either pork or veal is a real spring 
tonic for appetites. And let us re- 
mind you again of the delightful 
flavor of broiled peach halves or 
pears served with pork chops, veal 
or iamb roast, 

Arrange any of these combina- 
tions with simplicity and taste and 
keep your mind on the matter of 
“easy service.” A few chopped 
chives over the roast, a sprig of 
parsley or endive here and there 
and spring will have come to your 
table. 

Ham With Spinach. 

One ham butt (approximately two 
pounds). 

Two pounds spinach. 

One-fourth teaspoon dry mustard. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Two tablespoons lemon ar vine- 
gar. 

Cook ham butt in water to cover 
for one and one-half hours. Place 
on hot platter and slice like meat 
loaf. 

Pick over spinach and wash 
thoroughly. Place in éovered ket- 
tle without additional water, cover 
and steam seven to eight minutes. 
Season with butter, salt, mustard 
and vinegar. Chop and heap in 
small mounds around meat. Top 
each with the yolk of hard cooked 
egg put through a sieve. Garnish 
with fresh celery leaves or parsley. 
Roast Veal With Spiced Rhubarb. 

One veal leg roast, four or five 
pounds. 

One pound rhubarb. 

Sugar. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Ground allspice, cinnamon and 
cloves. 

Place veal roast in shallow roast- 
ing pan. Add one tablespoon salt 
and cover with two or three strips 
of bacon or salt pork. Roast in a 
300-325 degree oven for 25 minutes 
per pound. Serve with parsley 
garnish and ruhbarb sauce. 

For Sauce. 

Cut rhubarb into one-inch lengths, 
add butter, and one cup sugar to 
each three cups cut ruhbarb (more 
if desired). Cook slowly until tender. 
Add spice to taste and chill before 
serving. 


CHEWY COOKIES 


(Cookie Mixture.) 
One-half cup butter or margarine. 
One package cream cheese. 
Two cups flour. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-half cup hot water. 

One cup dates, cut in small pieces. 

Eight marshmallows, quartered. 

Cream the butter and cheese to- 
gether thoroughly. Add flour and 
chill in the refrigerator over night. 
When ready to bake roll out very 
thin and cut into three-inch squares. 
Place the ingredients for the filling 
in a saucepan and cook slowly, stir- 
ring frequently, until the marsh- 
mallows have melted and the mix- 
ture thickens. When cool, place a 
small quantity of the filling on each 
cookie. Fold over and press edges 
together into a triangle. Bake on 
a greased cookie sheet in a hot 
oven (400 degrees) 15 minutes. 


Sauerkraut Pancake. 
Take one-half pound of sauer- 
kraut, add a little meat juice and 
three to four spoonfuls of barley 


| grain and cook together until soft. 


Add one good sized onion, browned 
in butter. Allow the mixture to 
cool and then add one pound of 
grated raw potato, one egg and a 
pinch of salt.

Cheese Sauce or Wine Will 
Give Needed Touch 
to Dishes, 


There have been sO many new 
ways of preparing fish that. the 
Lenten season is no longer the 
bugbear that it once was. We look 
automatically to fish for main 
dishes, and these are now combined 
with other ingredients that impart 
a flavor of their own. 

Wine in cooking fish is an old 
story. to French cooks. Every 
French housewife keeps a bit of it 
on hand for the weekly fish dish, 
and it certainly does something to 
the flavor of fish, turning the 
simplest ‘of them into true dishes 
of epicurean delight. 

In case you haven't tried it, 
cheese does its bit toward making 
fish interesting. The recipe given 
below is to be poured over the 
fish just before serving: 

Halibut Steak a La Rarebit. 
Boil six halibut steaks in salted 
ater until fish is tender (about 10 
inutes). Place on platter and 

pour cheese sauce on fish, garnish 
with parsley and sliced lemon. 
Serves six. 

Cheese Sauce. 

One-half pound soft cheese, 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 
One and one-half cups milk. 

Cut cheese in small pieces. Melt 
butter in top of double boiler. Add 
flour, salt, pepper and paprika. 
Blend thoroughly. Add milk grad- 
ually, stirring constantly until mix- 
ture is thick. Continue to cook 10 
minutes in double Boiler, stirring 
occasionally. Add cheese and beat 
with an egg beater until the cheese 
is entirely melted. Serve immedi- 
ately.

Strew the onion and 
green pepper over the top and 
sprinkle with the crumbs and melt- 
ed butter mixed. Pour the water 
and wine into the dish and bake in 
a moderate oven, 350 degrees F., 
until the fish is tender and the 
crumbs are brown. Allow about 30 
minutes for fish sliced an inch 
thick. Baste twice with the drip- 
pings in the pan.

a certain pattern based on the 
chemical content of the foods and 
their value to the human body. 
The pattern is not narrow or 
limiting, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, but is a 
practical guide to scientific meal- 
planning. Within its outlines there 
is room for any number of choices 
and combinations, according to the 
resources and resourcefulness of the 
housekeeper, and with . deference, 
likewise, to the average family ap- 
petite. -¢ 
. 


OLLOWING the balanced diet 

amounts to this: Select each 

day some food or foods from 
each of the following five classes of 
common commodities: (1) Milk in 
some form; (2) vegetables and 
fruits; (3) meat, fish, poultry and 
eggs; (4) bread and cereals, and 
(5) fats and sugars. 

The scientific basis of that pat- 
tern ig this: The body must have 
the kinds of food it needs for its 
different purposes. Some kinds are 
needed to build bone, blood, muscle 
and the other body tissues, and 
some to keep the body in good con- 
dition. Still others are needed to 
supply the energy required to carry 
on the life processes within the 
body, and the day’s activities, work 
or play. 

The body uses, however, not 
bread or meat or milk or any other 
food commodity as such, but the 
chemical substances of which these 
commodities are composed—namely, 
proteins, minerals, and vitamins, 
carbohydrates and fats. The first 
three classes of food in the pattern 
—milk, vegetables and fruits, and 
meat, fish, poultry and eggs—are 
those we rely on chiefly for their 
proteins, minerals ané@ vitamins, 
which are the substances needed for 
body building and proper function- 
ing. The other two classes—the cer- 
eals and sugars (for carbohydrates) 
and the fats—are the chief energy 
foods, though the cereals may also 
be good sources of protein and min- 
erals. Nutritionists say make sure 
of the first three classes, in the pat- 
tern, and then add the others until 
our energy requirement is met. 


All this of course is a simplified 
statement of a complicated set of 
facts. The different classes of food 
commodities overlap in food values 
because most foods contain at least 
a little of several essential food 
substances. But. the proportions 
vary widely. A food that contains 
a great deal of protein may contain 
a very little carbohydrate, a food 
that is rich in vitamin A may fur- 
nish little or no vitamin C and so 
on. For practical purposes, the 
variety pattern is worked out by 
using each class of foods for its 
principal food values, letting its 
other contributions count up as 
they will—which will be all to the 
good for the diet as a whole.

food. Milk is most important, 
however, for its calcium and phos- 
phorous, its vitamins A and G, its 
high quality protein, and its fat. 
little iron, not 
much vitamin B, very little vitamin 
To 
get enough of those essential sub- 
stances, we must look to other 
foods. 

Vegetables and fruits supply to 
large extent the minerals and vita- 
mins not sufficient in milk, espe- 
cially iron and vitamins B and C. 
Some of them ‘also furnish calcium, 
phosphorus, vitamin A and vitamin 
G. They furnish protein and they 
furnish carbohydrates. But milk, 
vegetables and fruits combined do 
not furnish enough protein of the 
best quality, nor enough of certain 
minerals and vitamins, nor enough 
energy value. 


Meat, fish, poultry and eggs are 
the chief protein foods, and some 
of them furnish iron. Meats such 
as liver and kidney, and certain 
fish, are good sources of vitamins 
A, B and D, as are eggs also, and 
all these foods furnish vitamin G. 
They also furnish fat. With milk, 
vegetables, fruits and either meat, 
fish, poultry or eggs, the pattern 
still calls for-energy foods. 


Bread and cereals are the most 
important energy foods. All the 
grains are rich in carbohydrates, 
which are burned in the body for 
energy. They furnish some pro- 
teins, too, and whole-grain cereals 
and whole-grain flours are good 
sources of iron and vitamin B. We 
depend upon them primarily as 
sources of energy, however. 


Fats—butter, margarine, bacon, 
salt pork and the cooking or salad 
oils—are useful chiefly as sources 
of energy. Sugars or syrups also 
are energy foods, being concentrat- 
ed carbohydrate. 

A day’s bill of fare on ths pattern 
can be fitted into any schedule, The 
important thing is to include the 
variety of foods called for by the 
pattern—in one day if practicable, 
but at least within two or three 
days. The number of choices with- 
in each class of foods, and the dif- 
ferent ways of utilizing each article 
of food make possible an endless va- 
riety of menus providing all the 
essentials of a balanced diet.

Perhaps the most common way of 
preparing sweet potatoes is to can- 
dy them. Here is a re@ipe for sweet 
potatoes that is deliciously differ- 
ent. 

While we are on the subject of 
sweet potatoes you might keep in 
mind while buying them to see that 
they are smooth, firm and chunky. 
Those of medium size and spindle 
shaped are in demand because they 
make one serving when baked, 
Sweet potatoes should be kept in 
a cool, dry place. 

Sweet Potatoes Croquettes. 

Six medium sweet potatoes. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons sherry wine. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

One egg well beaten. 

One cup dry bread crumbs. 

Six marshmallows. 

Fat for deep frying. 

Pare and cook potatoes until ten- 
der, mash ox rice and add wine, but- 
ter, salt and pepper. When mixture 
is slightly cooled shape into cro- 
quettes, roll in crumbs, dip in beat- 
en egg then roll again in crumbs. 
Fry in deep fat until golden brown. 
The proper temperature for frying 
is 390 degrees. Just before serving, 
top each with a small marshmal- 
low and place under a broiler flame 
to brown slightly. 


Cranberry Pudding. 


Beat two eggs until light. Add 
three-fourths cup sugar and one 
teaspoon salt. Add one cup milk, 
three tablespoons melted butter, one 
cup cranberries and about three 
cups fine whole wheat bread 
crumbs. Turn into a greased and 
floured mold. Steam about an 
hour or a little longer. Serve hot 
with cream or cranberry sauce. 
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ORANGE PUDDING 


Pulp of 6 oranges 

One-half cup powdered sugar 

Two cups rich milk 

One cup granulated sugar 

Four eggs, separated 

Three tablespoons powdered sug- 
ar 

Dice the pulp of oranges and 
drain. Sprinkle with % cup of 
powdered sugar and let stand while 
preparing a boiled custard of the 
milk, granulated sugar and eggs. 
Scald the milk, add gradually to 
the well-beaten egg yolks mixed 
with the sugar, return to the top 
of a double boiler, and stir until 
mixture thickens. Turn the custard 
over the oranges and mix lightly. 
Cover at once with a meringue 
made of the egg whites and three 
tablespoons of powdered sugar. 
Chill pudding before serving. Am- 
ple for six. 


DRIED-APPLE BUTTER 


One pound dried apples. 
One-quarter cup lemon juice. 
One cup honey. 

Soak apples overnight in water to 
cover. Simmer until tender. Put 
through a coarse sieve. This should 
give three cups of pulp. Put pulp, 
lemon juice, and honey in a sauce 
pan and let simmer until of a but- 
ter consistency. Fresh apples may 
be used in the same way. 


Sauerkraut a la Hungary. 

Mix a good portion of onions with 
the sauerkraut and over this strew 
a few juniper berries. Then cook, 
adding a goo size piece of pork, 
and while cooking pour some beef 
broth in slowly. The whole must 
then be well cooked so that it will 
not be too liquid. A half hour ‘be- 
fore serving, season richly with

NEW YORK, March 20.—The 
stock market made a feeble attempt 
to resume its forward push today, 
but profit taking obstacles inter- 
vened. 

Only scattered mines, oils and 
specialties were able to flourish plus 
signs at the irregular close. Both 
buying and selling was compara- 
tively dull, however, and transfers 
approximated only 950,000 shares. 
News from abroad seemed more 
reassuring, but brokers said a lit- 
tle more selling had cropped up as 
the result of flood developments. 
Distilling stocks gave a firm dis- 
play in early dealings, although sev- 
eral of these fell back later when 
it was learned the Government was 
again pressing for penalties against 
Canadian liquor firms for prohibi- 
tion violations. 

Shares holding gains of fractions 
to 2 or more points included U. 5. 
Smelting, Cerro de Pasco, Schenley, 
Radio Preferred “B,” Texas Corp., 
Oliver Farm, Allied Chemical, East- 
mah Kodak, Goodyear, Penn-Dixie 
Cement, American Radiator and 
Johns-Manville. 
American Telephone yielded about 
4 points at one time. It retrieved 
part of this before the finish. 
Among losers of as much as a point 
or more were U. S. Steel, Bethle- 
hem, N. Y. Central, Pennsylvania, 
Baltimore & Ohio, Chrysler, Case, 
Douglas Aircraft and Western 
Union. 
Foreign currencies pointed lower 
in terms of the dollar. At mid-aft- 
ernoon sterling was off % of a cent 
at $4.96% and the French franc 
was down .00% of a cent at 6.62% 
cents. Belgas, Swiss francs and 
guilders lost .01 to .10 of a cent. 
Canadian dollars eased 1-32 of a 
cent at 99.87% cents. Cotton fin- 
ished off 5 cents a bale to up 20 
cents. 

News of the Day. 
The downward tendency of the 
major telephone stock continued to 
reflect this corporation’s hearing 
before the Communications Com- 
mission at Washington. 
While there was some nervous- 
ness still evident over the extent 
of high water damages and their 
ultimate effect on the earnings of 
various corporations, most analysts 
pointed out that the rebuilding of 
houses, bridges and the demand for 
new equipment should stimulate 
many lines. 
The latest developments abroad 
were interpreted by many in Wall 
street as a further indication there 
will be no war and that Europe is 
taking steps to put its political 
house in order. 
Earnings and business prospects 
of various companies helped to im- 
press recovery proponents. 
Recent buoyancy of farm imple- 
ment shares was explained, in part, 
by statistical forecasis that agricul- 
tural equipment sales in the current 
half-year will be 25 per cent or more 
ahead of the same 1935 months. 
Advances from Detroit indicated 
that the shutdown of steel~«plants 
in the flood districts would not in- 
terfere -with automobile production 
Owing to the fact that most manu- 
facturers are well supplied with re- 
quirements for some time ahead. 

Cram’s estimated output this 
week was about 5000 cars ahead of 
the previous period. 

Weekly Trade Summary.

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New Jury Service System 
To Make Evasion Harder 


Citizens Who Can’t Se 
Be Required to 


rve When Called Will 
Report Later — 


Sympathetic'Hearings By Judge. 


a 


Tt will be both easier and harder 
to get excused from jury duty, 
when the new consolidated jury 
system, adopted by recent vote of 
the Circuit Judges, is placed in ef- 
fect, probably next autumn. 

The man, summoned for jury 
duty, who is especially needed at 
his place of business, or has made 
personal plans with which jury 
service would interfere, will get 4 
sympathetic hearing from the Judge 
presiding in the assignment, or 
jury-distributing, division. 

“You say you can’t serve this 
week,” the Judge will reply to him. 
“Very well, when can you serve— 
two weeks, four weeks, six weeks 
from now? A new date will be set, 
and the citizen will be expected to 
appear then and report for assign- 
ment without further excuse. 


Hard to Get Outright Excuse. 


The hard job, which in many 
cases will prove impossible, will be 
to get an outright excuse, such as 
many men have obtained in the past 
through intercession of party com- 
mitteemen, Aldermen and other per- 
gons of political influence. 

Rules for administering the new 
system will provide that excuses 
shall be granted only by the assign- 
ment Judge, and by him only on di- 
rect application of the citizen sum- 
moned through jury duty, not 


been honored as a matter of judi- 
cial courtesy, without question as 
to the reason for the requests. 

Under the old system, still in ef- 
fect, by which candidates for jury 
service are summoned to the court- 
rooms of individual judges, excuses 
for a limited time are not practica- 
ble, and the seeker for an excuse 
asks, and often gets, remission of 
juty duty for the year. Under the 
new plan, with one assignment 
judge handling all those summoned 
for jury duty, it will be possible 
to grant short excuses for good 
cause, without lessening the supply 
of jury material for the year. 

Fewer Will Be Called, 

The judges have estimated that, 
instead of the 560 men now re- 
quired weekly for jury panels in 
the 10 jury divisions of the civil 
courts, 300 will suffice under the 
new plan. This will save consid- 
erable money to the city, the pay 
of jurors being $3 a day. It may 
also result in individuals being 
called for jury duty less frequent- 
ly. The law requires citizens to 
serve as often as once a year, if 
summoned. 

Installation of the new system is 
in the hands of a committee con- 
sisting of Judges James M. Doug- 
las, Ryan and Robert W. Hall. P.

There 
reports are not compiled for cot- 
ton, but unofficial reports circt- 
lated in the trade and recorded in 
the press have indicated an _in- 
crease of around 15 per cent in cot- 
ton acreage. 

“In conformance with the 5Su- 
preme Court's decision, the farm- 
ers’ production control programs 
have been stopped, but their chron- 
ic surplus problem goes on. FEx- 
port markets for wheat, pork and 
tobacco, lost following the enact- 
ment of the Smoot-Hawley tariff 
of 1930, have only in small part 
been regained. The huge carry- 
over of cotton which was accumu 
lated during the years leading up 
to 1933 has not yet been reduced to 
normal. Although reduction has 
progressed well for three years, the 
carryover is still probably twice as 
big as it ought to be for the main- 
tenance of a reasonable price in 
the future. 
| “Not at Mercy of Competition.” 

“Although the production control 
programs have been stopped, farm- 
ers are not entirely at the mercy of 
unbridled competition with their 
fellow producers, as they were in 
the years preceding 1933. The new 
Farm Act provides for financial as- 
sistance by the Government to 
those farmers who, heeding the 
warnings contained in the inten- 
tions-to-plant reports, wish to 
shift from the production of wun- 
needed surpluses of soil-depleting 
crops to the production of needed 
soil-bulilding crops. 

“I believe that farmers will find 
the new program is in the national 
interests, and in their own indi- 
vidual interest, too. Every farmer 
takes pride in the productivity of 
his soil. Every farmer wants to 
hand on his farm to his children 
in better shape than he found it. 
The conservation payments offered 
by the Government in accordance 
with the act will help him to doe 
this. 

“If farmers for any reason 
should fail to take advantage of 
the new act, and especially if they 
should carry out their intentions 
as indicated in the Department of 
Agriculture reports, the consequent 
excessive production of such cash 
crops as cotton and wheat and to- 
bacco might result once more in 
the wrecking of their prices and 
the mining of their soil. 

“An Appeal to All Farmers.” 
“But if the farmers, in operating 
the soil conservation program, dis 
play the same energy and co-opera- 
tive spirit which they showed in 
making the production control pro 
grams work, they will go far te 
protect both their soil and their in- 
come. This is an appeal to all 
farmers to co-operate for their own 
and the national good to help ia 
preventing excessive production. 
“Congress has gone as far as it 
could within judicial limitations to 
enable farmers to keep the gains 
they have made in the last three 
years and to permit their buying 
power to continue the powerful up- 
ward lift it has given to national 
recovery. 

“I hope that farmers will not 
complete their plans for this year’s 
crops until they have had oppor 
tunity to study the new act and 
that all those to whom it offers ade 
| vantages may co-operate in the pr@ 
gram now being launched” 
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LECTURE BY PSYCHOLOGIST 
ON SANITY OF GENIUSES 


Dr. H. Meltzer Cautions Against 
Self-Anointed Types, Conceal- 
ing Neuroticism. 

Whether geniuses are insane or 
healthy minded was discussed last 
night by Dr. H. Meltzer, a profes- 
sional psychological consultant, at 
the Y. M. H. A., Union boulevard 
and Enright avenue, in one of a 
series of lectures on “The Mind in 
the Making.” 

Careful distinction must be made, 
Dr. Meltzer said, between bona fide 
geniuses and “self-anointed” types 
who pose as geniuses to conceal 
neuroticism. Genius itself must be 
evaluated, he pointed out, lying in 
the field of science or culture 
rather than in such activities as 
“eating, drinking, and remembering 
telephone numbers.” 

Dr. Meltzer cited authorities to 
show that eccentricity in genius is 
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a myth and then gave biographical 
data about Lincoln and Napoleon 
designed to show that certain ec- 
centricities were due to “defense 
mechanisms” pertaining to environ- 
mental handicaps rather than to 
mental developments, Psychologists, 
however, offer conflicting opinions 
as to eccentricities of geniuses, he 
added. 

Geniuses must be appraised on a 
realistic basis, Dr. Meltzer contin- 
ued, taking into account their cul- 
tural base, that is, the cumulative 
knowledge open to them during 
their existence, and variance in in- 
dividual personalities. Abnormali- 
ties, he added, are matters of de- 
gree, while often a man who is 
thoroughly sane is “sized up as be- 
ing insane merely because he lives 
in a sick society.” 


DECLINE IN DIPHTHERIA IN CITY 


121 Cases, 8 Deaths This Year; 192 
Cases, 10 Deaths in i935. 

Diphtheria cases reported in St. 
Louis so far this year have totaled 
121, with eight deaths, compared 
with 192 cases and 10 deaths at this 
time last year, Health Commis- 
sioner Joseph F. Bredeck reported 
yesterday. 

He attributed the decrease to the 
immunization campaign last year, 
in which 26,000 children were inoc- 
ulated. In 1933 St. Louis had more 
diphtheria cases than any other 
large city, but last year had dropped 
to fourth place. In 1933 and 1934 
St. Louis was second in number 
of deaths, and last year was eighth.

He denied that 
the chapter authorized the purchase 
or had any connection with the 
promotion of athletic entertain- 
ments. On motion of the petitioner 
the chapter was dismissed as a de- 
fendant.

| Youthful Marriages Often 


Hastened by Prohibitions 
of Parents.

669 AM 16 and my sweetheart is 
| 19, and we want to get mar- 
ried. Not right away, of 
course, but soon. He is a very love- 
ly person and I love him to death 
and nothing can part us. We have 
made up our 
minds to that. But 
our parents are 
very stubborn and 
say that we must 
not see each other 
at all. We are 
thinking of run- 
ning away. and 
getting married. 
If my boy -friend 
had a job we 
would, but just 
now we must wait 
although it is very 
hard. Don’t you 
think our parents 
are very wrong 
about this?” 

I don’t know because [ don't 
know any of the people concerned 
in the problem, but I have seen @ 
number of such situations and my 
experience teaches me that forbid- 
ding the young people to see each 
other is about the surest, quickest 
way of getting them married. I do 
not think that it is wise for a girl 
of 16 or a boy of 19, neither of them 
matured mentally or physically, to 
marry. They are not prepared for 
the strains of married life, and are 
almost certain to come to grief. 
What is one to do about them? 

First calm one’s troubled spirit. 
Think back to the time when ado- 
lescence was one’s own stage of 
growth and remember the feelings. 
Remember, too, the resentment to- 
ward arbitrary authority, the burn- 
ing desire to be self-directing, free 
and independent. And the head- 
strong will, that could brook no in- 
terference, and was one’s besetting 
fault. Wait until your ears stop 
buzzing and your hands are steady 
and your voice under control. Then 
say something about, “We must see. 
We have to think this over.” Spar 
for time. 


Don’t forbid them to see each 
other. Talk things over and agree 
on certain visiting privileges. Don’t 
allow them to overrun your good 
judgment and see each other every 
night. Smile that down. Keep them 
both at school, or so busy through 
the day that fresh interest must 
arise. If both of them are idle they 
will surely lose themselves in a calf 
love that must end in tears and 
lamentations. 

Give each of them responsibility.

HE old Viking blood still flows 
Tin modern veins. There is 
scarcely a family without at 
least one member seeking fortune 
in some distant land. So on a bright 
July morning in 1925, a somewhat

For 
the eyes of Greta Louisa Gustafsson 
were already fixed on that distant 
goal of America. 


A pat for the meek mother, a 
quick smile up at the tall young 
brother and the sister and Greta 
leaped lightly on to the step of the 
train. Gathering excitement. En- 
gine pantins. Whistle blowing. A 
rush of steam, and then away, with 
a flutter of handkerchiefs, a tangie 
of streamers, a misty haze of tears 
that could no longer be suppressed. 
The 8S. S. Drottningholm bore the 
fair advehturer across the Atlantic. 
She felt free and unfettered, with 
the wide ocean before her, and her 
ambitious dreams for company. 
Hour after hour she strode the long 
deck or leaned over the deck rail, 
speaking not a word, absolutely 


alone, confiding her hopes to the 
white waves that broke

shower of spray against the ship's 
side. Was she not sailing towards 
success ? 

Seven years later the liner Grips- 
holm carried the same slim girl 
back to her native land. What a 
welcome awaited her at Gothen- 
burg, the Swedish port from which 
she had set out as an unknown ad- 
venturer seven short years before! 


Ten thousand souls turned out on 
the quay; 
shouted a lusty welcome. But tak- 


ten thousand throats 
ing refuge in flight, her automobile 


followed a circuitous route, eventu- 


ally throwing off the persistent fol- 


lowers. Threading its way through 
the woods and hills around Stock- 
holm, it eventually arrived at the 
smiling plains of Sodermanland and 
cut through an estate fringed with 
century-old pine forests. Behind 
the lawns stood Tistad Castle. 
They led her into the hospitable 
hall, with its noble staircase, its 
paintings and frescoes. A_ great 
peace seemed to descend upon her. 
This refinement and beauty, this 
remoteness from crowds, were 
things her soul had longed for. 
Seated in an armchair beside the 
marble fireplace, with the scented 
breezes stealing in through the open 
casement, Greta sank into medita- 
tion. Gradually the whole pano- 
rama began to unfold itself. This 
was the tangible fulfillment of a 
long-ago dream of a little girl in a 
tenement dwelling, and the little

In such a building 
Greta Louisa Gustafsson was born. 

It was situated in the district 
known as Soder, on the southern 
hills beyond the Malar, described 
as the Montmarte of Stockholm. It 
is not so much the Bohemian quar- 
ter today; but when Greta was a 
child it abounded in every kind of 
interest to stir the imagination of 
a sensitive dreamy youngster. 

The Gustafsson children were not 
carelessly brought up. They were 
not allowed to loiter after dark, like 
other street gamins; they were ex- 
pected in betimes at night. Fru 
Gustafsson would stand in her tiny 
kitchen, preparing the modest eve- 
ning meal of “bruna bonor,”’ stewed 
fish or pea-soup and pancakes. She 
baked her own bread, and the cof- 
fee pot was always kept hospitably 
hot on the stove. Carl Gustafsson 
liked to see his family around him 
at night; and he also liked to bring 
his friends home. His position as 
a minor government official made 
the neighbors look up to him. He 
was an extremely handsome man, 
who could make even a uniform 
look distinctive, and in the privacy 
of his home he could be sociable 
and entertaining. 

Greta was the baby of the family 
and her father’s darling. He liked 
to develop her little parlor tricks, 
and encouraged her charming ways 
when he brought friends home. 

She had invented a little name 
for herself. Unable to. articulate 
“Greta,” she would say her name 
was “Kata.” And “Kata” she’ re- 
mains to this day in the intimate 
family circle. 

As a slim child of five, with 
Straight hair and solemn eyes, lit- 
tle Kata was never looked upon as 
& coy, troublesome child. Some- 
times visitors asked her to sing a 
little song. She obeyed without any 
fuss. Her reward would be a five- 
ore piece, which she would straight- 
way spend at the local sweet shop

Greta was nine years old when 
the World War broke out; and al- 
though Sweden was not engaged in 
the conflict, the economic reper- 
cussions were such that the North- 
ern cities felf them almost as much 
as the combatant areas. Everything 
rose in price. The years between 
1914 and 1918 were particularly dif- 
ficult for the struggling Gustafsson 
family. With all his exertions Carl 
Gustafsson could not earn enough 
to keep the wolf from the door. To 
make matters worse, so far as Greta 
was concerned, she began to out- 
grow her strength. Neighbors re- 
member her as “the lanky little 
girl who was always hungry.” 
Greta’s pride might help her to hide 
her hunger at times; but she could 
not hide her rapidly increasing 
inches. 

The one place where she could 
really forget her childish troubles 
was the theater yard. Little by little 
she grew bolder. The stage door- 
keeper was a friendly soul, and once 
he actually let her pass the sacred 
portal, 

“This,” she said long afterwards, 
“was the door of heaven for me.” 

She declares that the idea of 
watching a play from the | stalls 
never entered her remotest dreams 
at this time. She was actually 12 
years old before she had a seat “in 
front’”—and in the gallery at that. 
The experience left her curiously 
cold. It was not half so thrilling 
to see the show as it was to stand 
behind, near a half-open dressing- 
room door, sniffing the lovely smells 
of make-up, imagining but not dar- 
ing to watch the mysteries going 
op within. 

In Sweden the cinema is known 
as biograph and curiously enough 
this did not attract Greta nearly so 
much as the stage door where she 
could feel herself in contact with 
living actors. Mary Pickford, 
Charlie Chaplin, Douglas Fairbanks 
and Asta Nilsen were the great 
screen favorites in Stockholm at 
the time. But their appeal for 
Greta could not be compared with 
the real players she met every 
day. 

In 1919 the war was over. But 
food continued scarce and economic 
conditions were just as difficult. 
Carl Gustafsson had done his best 
in the fight against overwhelming 
odds; now, quite suddenly, he gave 
up the struggle. He died at the age 
of 48. For the first time, real grief 
entered Greta’s life. 

Because Greta had so got into 
the habit of bottling up her 
thoughts and emotions within her- 
self, the blow hit her all the hard- 
er. She did not know where to 
turn for encouragement and com- 
fort. Though still a schoolgirl, she 
looked as tall as a woman. She 
ceased growing about this time. 

Fru Gustafsson immediately ad- 
justed herself to the situation and 
went out to work. Alva and Sven, 
too, were already wage-earners. 
Sven was apprenticed to a baker, 
Alva obtained a job in an office. 
Only Greta was not yet old enough 
to contribute her share to the 
meager family income. If she 
could only earn a few coppers! 

There was, however, a practical 
strain in Greta’s character. She 
had often demonstrated it. So 
Greta found a job which would 
only take up her evening hours, 
after school, and her Saturdays 
and Sunday morning. It happened 
that her father’s friend, who kept 
a neighboring barber shop, needed 
an assistant to put out clean tow- 
els, keep the shaving cups washed 
and generally make herself useful 
to his wife while she lathered the

customers’ faces. Greta hated the 
work, but she carried on, and the 
two kroner a week which were her 
first wages came in useful. 
G 14. She realized how hopelessly 
inadequate her tiny earnings 
were. But though tall for her age, 
she was still a shy, awkward child, 
and it needed all the courage she 
could muster to walk into Stock- 


holm’s biggest department store and 
present her petition. 


A clerk wrote hef name and ad- 
dress in a big book, and said if 
there were any opening she would 
be notified by post, and a couple 
of mornings later—sure enough! — 
the postman brought a letter from 
Bergstrom’s saying she should re- 
port immediately.

The atmosphere of the store was 
warm and friendly. Greta was 
quick to grasp that different cus- 
tomers needed different methods of 
approach. She liked the task; it 
did not seem to her laborous. “I 
never had to think about it,” she 
says. “Somehow the right way of 
tackling a customer always seemed 
to come of itself.” 

Technical details always escaped 
her. She could not tell the differ- 
ence between satin and crepe de 
chine, and the various “plaits” were 
just Greek to her. Still, there was 
always plenty of variety in the big 
shop. Her responsibility grew so 
that she had to concentrate all the 
time on salesmanship. And what 


did she think about? The theater, 


of course! 

Yet, though a stage career would 
have fulfilled all her dreams, there 
were no indications that it would 
ever be within her reach.

Greta felt delighted at this little 
step in the world, especially as she 
was given to understand that her 
services would be more extensively 
required on similar occasions in fu- 
ture. It was not long before her 
qualifications were put to a further 
test. 

One day, the advertising manager 
arrived in the shop with a big 
blustering kindly individual whom 
he introduced as Capt. Ragnar 
Ring. Word went around that this 
was the great Ragner Ring of an 
important advertising film com- 
pany. It soon leaked out that Capt. 
Ring had been commissioned to 
make a film of the store. Real 
actors and actresses had been en- 
gaged for the principal parts, but 
there was much excitement among 
the shop personnel because Capt. 
Ring might choose one or other of 
them to play minor roles in the 
picture. 

Capt. Ring went through the vari- 
ous departments, choosing items 
here and there, arranging scenes 
and planning effects.

Dr. Clendening has since evolved 

a method of in- 
ducing sleep which won serious 
consideration from a group of Vien- 
nese physicians. One of these de- 
clares that it is superior to all the 
common methods of forestalling 
sleeplessness, such as counting 
sheep, reading or deep breathing. 
Psychologically, the idea is based 
on the fact that going to sleep is a 
narcissitic withdrawal within one- 
self, 

wnee you are comfortably in bed, 
you should put all other things out 
of your. mind and simply THINK 
HOW YOU LOOK WHEN YOU 
ARE ASLEEP. In other words, 
conjure up a visuel hallucination 
of the image of yourself asleep. Ac- 
cording to those who have tried the 
method, in most cases slow, deep 
breathing soon starts, and the 
patient goes to sleep. The method 
imitates natural going to _ sleep, 
which is a shutting out of the out- 
side world. 

The only trouble I can find with 
the method, so far as I, myself, am 
concerned, is that I don’t know how 
I look when I am asleep, so I can- 
not call up a very good visual hal- 
Jucination of the image of myself 
in that condition. But it is perfect- 
ly harmless and it won't hurt any- 
body to try. 

The psychological explanation for 
the efficacy of this method is given 
by an Austrian physician ag fol- 
lows: “The ego is strengthened by 
the concentration of attention on 
itself; it is led to identify itself with 
the already sleeping images of it- 
self; it is proud of the omnipotence 
attributed to its conception. The 
prospect’‘of sleep is pictured favor- 
ably; the instinctual wishes and 
reproaches of the conscience which 
usually disturb the tired ego are 
thrust aside.”

Questions From Readers. 


C. R.: “Are there any scientific 
experiments which answer the ques- 
tions as to whether cleansing cream 
is good for the skin or whether, as 
is often said, it is unnatural, un- 
suitable, clogs the pores and pre- 
vents the oil and sweat glands from 
functioning normally?” 

Answer: An English physician, 
named Carleton, has made the fol- 
lowing observation: He asked 40 
women to apply a well-known face 
cream to one side of the face only 
for four weeks and report as to 
which side of the face felt better 
afterward. Twenty-four reported not 
the slightest difference; 12 declared 
‘that the skin of the wyntouched 
cheek was much rougher than that 
to which the cream had been ap- 
plied. According to this investiga- 
tion, the cream did not clog the 
pores, nor did it dry out the skin, 
nor interfere with the proper func- 
tioning of the sweat glands. The 
conclusion is that this demonstrated 
that to massage the skin with a 
good cream is no more unnatural 
than to wash the grease and dirt 
off the face with soap and water.

One cup fine noodles 

Three tablespoons butter 

Two tablespoons all-purpose flour 
Two cups milk

Paprika

sauce 

Two tablespoons lemon juice

til tender, about 10 minutes. Drain.

Season with 
salt, pepper and paprika. Stir in 
one-fourth pound of the cheese, 
Worcestershire sauce and lemon 
juice and cook until smooth, stir- 
ring constantly. Line bottom of 
greased casserole with a layer of 
remaining cheese. Add a layer of 
sauce, one of noodles and one of the 
flaked fish. Repeat until all ingre- 
dients are used. Sprinkle with but- 
tered crumbs. Bake in a slow oven 
(300 degrees F.) about one-half 
hour. This recipe makes four por- 
tions.
